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No Dissenters as Press Joins President Roosevelt in Praise of the Army 


Rarely, perhaps, has a public speech of President Roosevelt been so universally 
acclaimed as that to the Military Academy graduating class, June 12. Some have been 
more fulsomely praised... and by the same token condemned by those who held 
opposite views, But there seemed to be none of differing views as the Chief Executive 
spoke of the peace-time work of the Army, of its subordinate but definite place in 
American life, of the need for equipped armed forces pointed by the recent collapse 
one by one of many countries Whose crime was only that they were weak, 


The Seranton, Pa., Times says, “All too often we think of armies only as instru- 
ments of warfare and destruction, The peace-time value of an army in our own 
United States not only should be emphasized but recognized. President Roosevelt, 
in addressing West Point graduates, stressed the record of the Army in peace as well 
us war... Just a little thought will convince us of the correctness of the President's 
declaration, Likewise we can not help but be impressed with the fact that our Army 
has not only fought in whatever wars in which the country has been engaged but has 
helped in battling disaster, disease and distress, as well as in carrying out great im 
provements which might not otherwise have been undertaken.” 


The Wilmington, Dela., News comments, “Heads of certain nations, speaking to 
such a group of young men as President Roosevelt addressed at West Point, have been 
led to paint warlike glowing terms, to exalt the profession of arms, and to use such 
fambuoyant phrases as ‘irresistible might’ and ‘inflexible will among counthess others 
of similar timber. Compared to such forensic efforts, the President's speech to the 
young graduates of the United States Military Academy was mild indeed. 

“It was in fact a pacific utterance. Coming at a moment of calm in’ Europe, it 
was evidently influenced by a desire to avoid rocking the boat.”

While his contributions to the National 
Defense program of the current Con- 
vress, With its recognition of the need of 
maintaining the men and materiel for the 
Initial Protective Force, doubtless will 
stand as General Craig’s great achieve- 
ment, there are many others by which he 
will long be remembered. The reorganiza- 
tion of the Infantry Regiment and the 
Division, now nearing completion, and 
the tests looking toward a better Cavalry 
Division, are distinct contributions adapt- 
ing the American Army to the require- 
ments of modern warfare, The progress 
made with Mechanized Cavalry is another 
of General Craig’s contributions, 

Fitting in, too, with the realistic back 
ground of his plans is the organization of 
the Regular Army Reserve under which 
trained regulars who return to civil life 
can enlist in the reserve and be ready to 
augment the regular forces on M-day. 

Such are the highlights of his accom 
plishments, but throughout the warp and 
woof of the military service he has left 
his imprint in more efficient methods of 
training, planning, and supplying. Yet, 
in his modesty, General Craig declares 
that the highlight of his military career 
to him will always be the day when, as a 
cadet at West Point, he pitched a no run, 
no hit game against the Seventh Infantry 
baseball team. 

The esteem in which he is held was 
evident this week in the many tribute 
expressed by the press and by public offi 
cials and citizens in Washington. 

The Evening Star (Wash., D.C.) in an 
editorial stated : 

General Craig is preparing to go into well- 
earned retirement as quietly as he entered 
upon the Army's high command nearly four 
years ago. “I'm going out to California,” he 
told persons inquiring as to his future plans, 
“and practice keeping my mouth shut.” 

That is typical of Malin Craig, his friends 
say. Never loquacious, he believed in getting 
things done with a minimum of words and a 
maximum of action. It was action, not words, 
that saved him from incipient retirement at 
the very outset of his military career, accord 
ing to the story in military circles. It was 
toward the end of his career as a cadet at 
West loint, so the story goes. His marks were 
net so good in certain subjects, and academy 
authorities had about decided to retire Cadet 
Craig when an important football game was 
played. Cadet Craig, a backfield man, won the 
game by some spontaneous strategy which he 
employed after losing his interference while 
running with the ball. His way to the goal 
line was blocked so with searcely a change of 
stride he booted a field goal. Instead of re 
tiring the new hero, the faculty arranged some 
special tutoring and Cadet Craig got his com- 
Mission. 

The resourcefulness which Cadet Craig ex- 
hibited on the gridiron has stood him in good 
stead throughout his forty-odd years with the 
Army. From the Spanish-American War 
through the World War and in peacetime in- 
terludes he has shown himself to be a quick, 
clear thinker along progressive lines. It was 
because of this record and reputation that 
President Roosevelt selected him for Chief of 
Staff. The choice has proved to be a fortu- 
nate one, for the Army has been in the throes 
of a modernization and expansion program 
that required sound, level-headed planning on 
the part of those on top. With a soldier's 
logic, General Craig has seen fit to advance 
his retirement to July 1 in order that his able 
successor, General George C. Marshall, may 
take command with the start of the fiseal year, 
when the new national defense program be 
comes effective. He will not reach the re- 
tirement age of sixty-four until August 5, But 
he retires now from active duty with the 
knowledge that the Nation is indebted to him 
for a difficult task well done. 

Brig. Gen. Hugh S. Johnson, too, in his 
syndicated column paid high tribute to 
General Craig, saying, “Under his guid- 
ance the Army has made more progress 
toward efficiency and effectiveness than 
in any other period since the war. Its 
morale is high and its popularity is great 
er. Deadwood has been gouged out and 
the General Staff and the corps of gen- 
eral officers are uniformly better than I 
have ever known. Intangibles like these 
are hard to measure but if such results 
aren’t ‘brilliant,’ I don’t know the word 
for them.”

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General Marshall to be Guided by Predecessor's 
Policies; Praises New Infantry Drill Regulations 


A determination to carry forward the 
program laid down under the direction of 
General Malin Craig, was expressed this 
week by Brig. Gen, George C. Marshall, 
who today takes over the duties of Chief 
of Staff of the Army. 

Although General Craig does not retire 
until August 31, he left last night on a 
leave of absence which extends until his 
retirement date. Thus General Marshall, 
who has been nominated and confirmed 
to be Chief of Staff from September 1, 
today assumes the duties of chief of staff, 
while Brig.

tary, the Office of the U.S. Marine Corps,

No action will be taken on the plan at 
this session of Congress, Mr. Vinson said. 

Representative Colgate) W. Darden, 
ir., of Va., who since the beginning of the 
present session of Congress has been agi- 
tating for a Congressional study of re- 
organization of the Navy Department, 
said this week that while he approves of 
the Vinson plan in general, he believes it 
has several “fatal” defects, Mr. Darden 
said that no reorganization of the Navy 
Department would be successful until the 
auditing branch is completely divorced 
from the rest of the Department. “At 
present,” said Mr. Darden “the auditing 
system is under the bureau chiefs, and 
until that system is remedied you can 
never have a workable reorganization.” 

Mr. Darden said that any reorganiza- 
tion should be done by a Congressional 
committee which could devote three or 
four months to the task. 

He contended that under the Vinson 
proposal, hurried hearings would be held 
next winter, compromises would have to 
be made along a number of lines and the 
xeneral effect of the completed legisla- 
tion would be little better than the pres- 
ent set-up. 

Representative Darden said that curly 
in the session Mr, Vinson had talked with 
him about reorganization of the Depart- 
ment and at that time Mr. Vinson told 
him to draw up a resolution calling for 
the study. When the resolution was pre- 
sented to the committee, however, Mr. 
Darden said, Mr. Vinson did not have it 
approved, He expressed doubt that any 
Congressional committee could) make 
headway in such an investigation with- 
out the full and unqualified support of 
Chairman Vinson, A Congressional in- 
vestigation would entail a tremendous 
amount of work by a complete sub-com- 
mittee, Mr. Darden said, ‘ 

Under the Vinson plan, the Office of 
the Secretary would be directly under the 
ndministration of the Seeretary of the 
Navy and its policies would be primarily 
advisory, judicatory; to correlate polley 
affecting itself or more than one of the 
other three offices, Under the supervision 
of this office would be ten other branches 
of the Navy Department, These would 
le: 

(1) A Finanee Division, and a Director of 
Naval Finance at the head thereof;

(8) The Navy section of the Joint Army and 
Navy Board, with the Chief, Navy Section, 
Joint Board, at the head thereof: 

(9) The Compensation Board, and a Chair

Another of the four divisions would be 
the Office of Naval Operations, headed by 
the Chief of Naval Operations. This office 
would be responsible for the organiza- 
tion, training, discipline, operation: and 
readiness for war of all the naval forces 
afloat and for the air force and also for 
the maintenance of vessels, alreraft,

to pass. Meanwhile the minority group 
is as strong as ever in its opposition. Mr. 
May has contacted several members of 
the group in an effort to sway their sen- 
timents to support of the bill, but in every

Representative May has not yet re- 
vealed the contents of the President's let- 
ter to the members of his committee, say- 
ing that he is undecided as to just how 
he will attempt to make use of the Pres- 
ident’s support.

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New Infantry Drill Regulations 

Release of the text of the new Infantry 
Drill Regulations by the War Department 
last week reveal many intersting innova- 
tions to assist the service in the conduct 
of training and the performance of the 
drill. 

From the special edition of the new 
Regulations issued by “the ARMY AND 
Navy JourNnaAL the following pertinent 
extracts are republished : 

The drill prescribed herein is designed for 
general use and can be adapted to any type 
of unit. Therefore some of the explanation 
is of general nature which gives sufficient 
latitude for adaptation to specific units. In 
terpretation should be based on these general 
provisions and all should learn to use these 
regulations as a guide to a common sense so 
lution of minor points which are not specifi 
cally covered in the text. Quibbling over 
trifles or failure to make appropriate adapta 
tion indicates a failure to grasp the spirit of 
the regulations. Higher commanders should 
encourage subordinates to make the minor 
adjustments without calling on higher au- 
thority for interpretation, Necessary adapta 
tion should be simple and should not compli 
eate the drill, Stress should be placed on pre 
cision in execution of the manual of arms 
and in marching in step with proper align 
ment. Nothing inspires the military spirit 
more than to see or to bea part of a compact 
group moving in unison, confidently and to a 
measured cadence. Complicated procedure 
destroys this effect. * * * 

Position of the soldier, or of attention.--a. 
Heels on the same line and as near each other 
as the conformation of the man permits, 

b. Feet turned out equally and forming an 
angle of 45°. 

«. Knees straight without stiffness. 

d. Hips level and drawn back slightly; 
body erect and resting equally on hips, chest 
lifted and arched; shoulders square and fall 
ing equally. 

e, Arms hanging straight down without 
stiffness, so that the thumbs are along the 
senms of the trousers; back of the hands out; 
fingers held naturally. 

f. Head erect and squarely to the front; 
chin drawn in so that the axis of the head 
and neck is vertical; eyes straight to the 
front. 

x. Weight of the body resting equally on 
the heels and the balls of the feet. 

h. In assuming the position of the soldier, 
or of attention, the heels are brought together 
smartly and audibly. 





Rites for “‘Hambone” 

Fort Jay, N. Y.-Another of the Army’s 
famous muscots has joined his ancestors, 
“Hambone” stood his last formation the 
evening of June 26, 19389. 

As the final notes of Taps faded away 
and were lost in the discordant sounds 
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of New York Harbor, the men of Com- 
pany “B,” 16th Infantry paid their last 
respects to their mascot and honorary 
First Sergeant, Hambone -Hambone, 
who, for fifteen years, had soldiered with 
them. Already a patriarch among dog 
dom, his long career was suddenly ended 
when he fell beneath the wheels af an 
automobile at Fort Jay, New York, on 
June 26, 1919. 





Lieutenant Generals for Army 


The Senate Military Affairs Committee 
this week reported favorably on a bill, 
8S 2354, which, as amended by the com 
mittee, would grant the rank of lieuten- 
ant general to the commanding officers of 
the four Armies. 

Brig. Gen. George CC. Marshall, Acting 
Chief of Staff, who will assume duty as 
Chief of Staff on September 1, 1939, told 
the committee that the War Department 
is fully in accord with legislation de 
signed to grant the rank of lieutenant 
general to the commanding officers of 
the four Armies but does not support the 
idea of granting to Corps Area and De- 
partment commanders the rank. Ile said 
that, under the Army plan of organiza- 
tion Corps Area commanders are sub- 
ordinate to the commanders of the Armies 
of the United States. 

The bill as originally introduced 
granted the rank to Department and 
Corps Area commanders, With the in- 
creased rank will go a personal money 
allowance of $500.00, similar to the per- 
sonal money allowance of a vice admiral 
in the Navy. Upon retirement, lieutenant 
generals would revert to the rank from 
which appointed. 

The text of the bill reported by the 
committee is as follows : 

ke it ete. That the Major Generals of the 
Regular Army specifically assigned by the 
Secretary of War to command the four Armies 
of the United States shall have the rank and 
title of lieutenant general while so serving; 
Provided, That major generals, while holding 
the rank and title of lieutenant general under 
the foregoing provisions, shall be entitled to 
receive the pay and allowances of a major 
general, and in addition, shall be entitled to 
receive the same personal money allowances 
as are now, or may hereafter be, preseribed by 
law for vice-admirals of the Navy; Provided 
further, That should an officer, while serving 
in the rank of lieutenant general be retired 
from active service, he shall be retired with 
the lineal rank and the retired pay to which 
he would be entitled had he not been serving 
in the rank of lieutenant general, the provi- 
sions of Section 1254, Revised Statutes (10 
USC 1025) to the contrary notwithstanding. 

The Senate Committee, in reporting the 
measure, stated, “The new Chief of Staff 
proposes to select the Army commanders 
from among the major generals, and when 
appointed lieutenant generals for the 
purpose of commanding an Army, to leave 
them in command of that Army for a 
number of years. 

“The success of the two year plan of 
expansion of the Army in which the War 
Department is now engaged depends 
largely on having eflicient commanders of 
the four Armies and authority to select 
such commanders and keep them in Army 
commands for long periods.” 

The War Department, in recommend 
ing against granting the increased rank 
to Corps Area commanders, commented 
on the proposal to grant the rank to com 
manders of Departments as follows, “The 
importance of the overseas commands is 
fully appreciated but the War Depart- 
ment does not wish to submit any pro- 
posal for increased rank for commanders 
of Territorial Departments at this time.”

General Marshall, already nominated 
and contirmed to be chief of staff with 
the rank of general, will succeed to the 
vacancy to be created by the retirement 
of General Malin Craig on Aug. 30, while 
Colonel Andrews goes up incident to the 
retirement of Brig. Gen. Thomas E. Mer- 
rill, June 30, 

The elevation of Colonel Andrews to a 
line generaley marks the second time 
since the advent of the Air Corps that an 
air officer has been made a line general.

Today the Coast Guard increases its 
personnel by more than 50 per cent and 
assumes in addition to its many present 


duties the function of maintaining and | 


operating thousands of aids to navigation 


in open and inland waters, which yester- | 


day were the function of the Lighthouse 
Service, Department of Commerce. 
Many details of the reorganization re- 
main to be worked out, principally those 
having to do with absorption of Light 
house Service personnel into the military 
Coast Guard, and the consolidation of 
functions of supply, repairs, and the like. 
Today there goes into effect a system 
of Coast Guard districts which will have 
the functions of the old divisions in ad 
ministering both Coast Guard seagoing 
and life-saving organizations as well as 
the Lighthouse service functions.

1. Upward revision of pay schedules for commissioned, warrant, and enlisted personnel, 
active and retired. 

2. Revision of the woeey system for the Staff Corps of the Navy in accordance with 
the sentiment expressed by the officers concerned; perfection of the Navy Line Personnel Act; 
authorization for the retirement of colonels of the Army with the rank of brigadier general. 

3. Balanced, orderly expansion of the land, sea and air forces and merchant marine so as 
to provide services that will effectively discharge the missions confided to them, and perfection 
of facilities for gearing industry to them in times of emergency. 

4. Resumption of reenlistment allowances; reform of retirement, pension and disability

7. Compensation for service personnel whose privately owned automobiles are employed 
on Government business. 





EXECUTIVE WASHINGTON, the President and his Cabinet, Congress, par- 
ticularly the Military Committees of the two Houses, and, above all, the Army, deplore 
the retirement of General Craig. They deplore it because as Chief of Staff he has 
given effective administration, wise counsel, and promoted the interests of the Service 
he loves in consonance with the interests of the country to which he is devoted, No 
one ever will realize the extent of the country’s good fortune in having had General 
Craig as its Chief of Staff during the past dangerous four years. This from Secretary 
Woodring. The integrity and sincerity of General Craig are responsible for the trust 
of Congress in his judgment and its willingness to approve his recommendations. 
This from Senator Sheppard. It is my intention to carry out General Craig’s policies. 
This from General Marshall, From the General Staff, from the rank and file of the 
Service, where there necessarily is proper evaluation of the acts and policies applied 
during the past four years, there have come like tributes. The General Staff was 
never more harmonious. The relations of the Staff with the several Arms and 
branches, were never more cordial. In short, the Administration of General Craig 
produced team work, team work that spread from Washington throughout the country 
to the far flung dependencies, and produced a more effective Army, more effective in 
morale and consequently more effective in the discharge of the important missions 
confided to its care. In numbers and in materiel, too, it has been advantaged, and in 
organization and planning it has moved distinctly forward. In his annual report, 
which is, in fact a yaledictory, Genera Craig has recited in part what has been ac 
complished under his Administration. He could not tell all that he performed and 
inspired. He could not speak of the loyalty he displayed to those above and those be- 
low him, nor of the loyalty he received from his superiors and his subordinates. He 
could not refer to the wise advice he gave to the President, the Secretary of State and 
the Secretary of War in crises that imperilled the peace of the United States. He could 
not mention the impish wit which cleared a tense atmosphere of conference, and 
brought harmonious decision. Only by what he did and advocated for the younger ofli- 
cers and the enlisted personnel can one estimate his deep and constant concern for their 
welfare, In his acts he was forced, with keen, personal regret, to tread upon toes, but 
those who were affected knew that his inspiration for them was the greater efliciency 
of the Service of which they were all a part. So, in passing to retirement, he has 
what comes to few men, the affectionate respect and warm wishes of all who have 
served and been associated with him ; and they quote with sincere emphasis a Biblical 
passage used in his column by General Hugh Johnson: “Well done, thou good and 
faithful servant... . Enter thou into the joy of thy Lord.” In this joy with him will 
participate his devoted wife, who gallantly has aided him to bear the heat and burden 
of his day. 


MORE THAN SIX WEEKS AGO the Senate Military Committee reported 
favorably on the measure to increase the pensions to disabled members of the Regular 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps and Coast Guard. Since that time the bill has come up on 
the Senate Calendar on two occasions and both times its consideration has been 
blocked by objections from Senator William H. King, of Utah. Senator King told the 
ARMY AND Navy JourNnaL that he is objecting because he wants to “uphold the ad- 
ministration” in its endorsement of a smaller increase than that provided by the bill. 
The facts are that the bill as originally introduced by Senator Schwartz specified 
that disabled peacetime veterans would receive ninety percent of the rates now pro- 
vided for war veterans’ pensions; that the Budget Bureau agreed that an increase to 
GO percent of war rates was justified ; and that finally the Senate Committee, although 
reporting that the 90 percent basis is “desirable,” compromised on 75 percent because 
it believed that percentage would meet the approval of all. Thus, everyone concerned 
admits that the present rates are inadequate, inequitable and unjust. Senator Shep- 
pard’s committee compromised on the rates halfway between those admitted to be 
desirable and those acceptable to Budget office, which only too often (witness its 
opposition to the reenlistment allowance) attempts to make its savings at the expense 
of enlisted personne!—the lowest paid class of government employees. Under present 
rates the 33,062 regular veterans on the pensions rolls receive an average of $22.07 a 
month. Senator King’s action can be considered only as opposition to the interests of 
the morale of the services. The bill should be brought up when open debate can be 
held. Under such conditions we are confident he will be defeated.

minimum under the National Defense Act, 
was short much of its critical armament and 
equipment; critical because it was material 
not manufactured by industry except for war 
purposes, and because the fabrication in 
volved a time-factor from several months 
to nearly two years. There were deficiencies 
in personnel, not large, but vital to a force 
expected to have the great proportion of its 
strength prepared to operate on M-day. And 
there was a serious shortage in immediate 
war reserves, material needed to keep the war 
machine running until industry could be 
geared to produce it. Further, due to eco 
nomic necessity, it developed that the War 
Department program had dealt with a re 
stricted defense, one that would limit the 
power of decision and freedom of maneuver 
to narrow confines. The people, for the first 
time since the World War, awoke to the 
situation and felt the peculiar shock of help 
lessness that had been the constant attendant 
for years of those charged with the responsi 
bility for their defense. 

It is heartening to note the decisive action 
taken by the Chief Executive and by the 
Congress in response to this public concern. 
The War Department was called upon for a 
program which would put its house in order 

not for the old restricted plan-—-but for one 
reoriented along the strategically sound de 
sign of forward defense. It enabled the Army 
to alter its security measures and prepare to 
take up a position in readiness. 

In devising the program recommended, the 
Army attacked the problem of its deficiencies 
from its main standpoints, all equally urgent 
and important. To disentangle itself from its 
former restricted status, it was necessary to 
provide for a more forward defense for it 
self and for the Navy, and it was essential 
that all these installations be equipped for 
immediate operation. It should be empha 
sized that this reorientation is not due to a 
special set of conditions arising from any in 
ternational crisis. It is over-due from the 
standpoint of new and increasing strategic 
conditions. A comparative journey by stage 
coach and modern airplane exemplifies the 
inroads upon time and distance made in 
transport within the last hundred years. 
Oceans have shrunk and weeks have become 
hours with the military capitalizing heavily 
on the increase in mobility. It is obvious that 
the people and property of this country must 
be protected from sudden and destructive at 
tack which might come now from forward 
bases, later perhaps from home bases, In as 
suming our position in readiness, we must 
be cognizant of that point. 

The improvements and changes made in 
the Army during the past fiscal year were 
designed solely along the lines of greater ef 
fectiveness of immediate protection through 
an advancement and strengthening of the out 
post line; through the increase in strength 
of the Air Corps to balance the new condi 
tions; and through the provision of vital 
armament and equipment in the hands of 
troops and in immediate reserve, Added to 
this was further provision (through the 
medium of educational orders) for shorten 
ing the time lag mandatory upon those in 
dustrial plants to be charged with the manu 
facture of critical munitions at the outbreak 
of hostilities. 


In the paragraphs which follow I shall dis 
cuss the principal items of interest connected 
with the operation of the military establish 
ment during the past year and make a few 
comments which I believe pertinent. 

Strenth of the Regular Army 

a. Enlisted men. Appropriations for the 
fiscal year 1939 provided for an average en 
listed strength of 165,000. The Act approved 
April 3, 1939, Public No. 18, 76th Congress, 
Ist Session, authorizes an increase in the en 
listed strength of the Air Corps from 21,500 
to 45,000, which, with the projected augmen 
tation of the military forces in the Panama 
Canal Department, marks definite progress 
towards more adequate national defense. 
While the regular military appropriations 
for the fiscal year 1940, like those for the 
previous year, provide for an average of 165,- 
000 enlisted men, it is anticipated that the 
appropriation of additional funds will en 
able the War Department to increase the en 
listed strength to approximately 200,000 by 
June 30, 1940. 

b. Officers. Public No. 18 also increases the 
authorized peace-time commissioned strength 
of the Regular Army from 14,659 to 16,719. 
Under the provisions of that act this strength 
is to be attained during the period of ten 
years beginning July 1, 1939, in approximate 
ly equal annual increments, and the immedi 
ate appointment of 300 second lieutenants in 
the Air Corps is authorized from among re 
serve officers and flying cadets who have 
qualified for appointment in the Regular 
Army. Appropriations for the fiscal year 1940 
provide for an average commissioned strength 
of 13,106, which will include the first incre 
ment under the new legislation and an in 
crease of 75 officers in the Medical Depart 
ment previously authorized by the Act of 
January 29, 1938. 
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United States Military Academy 

The additional construction authorized in 
the First Deficiency Act of 1936 has been com 
pleted. The major items of this construc 
tion comprise an addition to the gymnasium, 
a barracks, an academic building, an armory, 
and 50 sets of officers’ quarters. Ten addi 
tional sets of officers’ quarters are under con 
struction with other funds, 

Legislation for the fiscal years 1987 and 
1093S provided for $1,500,000 for the purchase 
of land to insure an adequate water supply. 
Purchase contracts have been made for the 
acquisition of 776 acres. Legislation was 
passed in the 76th Congress for the acquisi 
tion of 71S acres from the Palisades Inter 
state Park Commission in exchange for a 
portion of the existing reservation amount 
ing to about 302 acres. The remaining lands, 
approximately 5300 acres, are in process of 
acquisition by condemnation by the Depart 
ment of Justice. 

National Guard 

Progress in the organization, training, and 
equipping of the National Guard continues to 
be gratifying. The fine spirit and enthusiasm 
of the personnel of the National Guard in 
meeting its great responsibilities as part of 
the first line of defense of the country are 
manifested by its high morale, 

The increase in strength of the National 
Guard provided for in the Military Appropri 
ation Aet, has enabled the National 
Guard Bureau to complete the organization 
of ten National Guard antiaircraft regiments, 
Provision has been made for the ordnance 
equipment for these units and it is now being 
issued, 





The 1S Infantry Divisions have been prac 
tically completed with the exception of the 
ammunition trains of the field artillery 
brigades, which will not be organized during 
peace, The personnel to complete the small 
number of missing units has been allotted 
Progress has been made toward completing 
the organization of the ist, 22d and wid 
Cavalry Divisions. The Third Army Manecuy 
ers held last year demonstrated satisfactory 
improvement in the combat efficiency of the 
National Guard 

Organized Reserves 

There has been detinite Improvement this 
past year in all features pertaining to this 
component, General interest in national de 
fense has been reflected in the number of ap 
plications for commissions and in the pro 
fessional zeal of Reserve officers in general 
A marked jnerease has been registered in all 
phases of voluntary work. Appropriations 
have permitted the training for fourteen day 
periods of a greater number of Reserve offi 
cors than in any previous year, Opportunity 
for extended active duty continued to be made 
available to several thousand Reserve officers 
through details with the Air Corps and with 
other arms of the Regular Army under the 
provisions of the Thomason Act, 

As the limit approaches as to the number 
of Reserve officers that can be accommodated 
on active duty training in any fiseal year 
with present facilities, and also to a some 
what similar limit of those Reserve officers 
who can spare time for this training, the 
War Department is giving increased atten 
tion to securing further benefits through the 
improvement of methods, 

This study involves the extent to which 
civil pursuits might affeet frequencies of 
training, the essentials of training demanded 
by particular mobilization assignments, and 
finally a closer analysis of progression in 
training of both individuals and groups, 

Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 

Due to availability of additional funds pro 
vided for the fiscal year 1939, enrollment in 
the advanced courses of the ROTC has in 
creased about 15%. Since this was accom 
plished without an increase in general over 
head expense, it has had the effect of reducing 
the per capita cost of individual officers pro 
duced for the Officers’ Reserve Corps. This 
will be more noticeable during the fiscal year 
140 when students enrolling during the fiscal 
year 1939 will become eligible for appoint 
ment, 

The motorization of certain Field Artillery 
ROTC units has continued at a satisfactory 
rate. The matter of deficiencies in modern 
equipment for Coast Artillery units is gradu 
ally improving. The issue of moving-picture 
and slide projectors to most of the larger 
units for use in connection with training 
subjects is a distinet advance in the field of 
instruction and pedagogical technique. 

Citizens’ Military Training Camps 

The total applications received for this 

training was 64,983; the total enrolled was 
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36,783 and the number completing the month 
of training was 35,831. These totals represent 
increases of about 14% over the previous 
year. 

The foregoing figures testify as to the con 
tinuing popularity of this activity. 

Regular Army Reserve 

Recruitment for the Regular Army Reserve 
reestablished by the preceding Congress be 
xan on July 1, 1938. As soon as the country 
became aware of the existence of the Regular 
Army Reserve, enlistments picked up rapid 
ly, so that today the number enrolled exceeds 
20,000 men. The response of former Regular 
Army soldiers to this call for service in event 
of an emergency is especially encouraging 
Because of the excellent training they have 
already received, they will be an invaluablk 
element of strength to our national defense 
should mobilization become necessary, 


Civilian Conservation Corps 

The War Department carried on its fune 
tion of administration and supply of the 
Civillan Conservation Corps. Operations were 
decentralized as far as practicable to the nine 
Corps Areas, which in turn decentralized to 
the distriets. There were 44 districts on July 
1, 1938S, and 43 on June 30, 1989. The author 
ized enrolled strength throughout the year 
was 500,000, The authorized number of camps 
Was 1,500, 


Organization 

The major factors that determine the com 
position and organization of a military unit

The Infantry Division continues to be the 
basic military unit of all arms in all Armies 
The study and reorganization of our Infantry 
lbivision, deseribed in my last report, has 
been continued, An extensive fleld service 
fest of the new organization was completed 
in the fiscal year 1988, Based upon the reports 
of this test the Division organization has been 
redesigned and is now being further tested 
by the 2d Division at Fort Sam llouston, 
Texas The reorganization of the Cavalry 
Division (llorse), and improvements in the 
organization of the Mechanized Cavalry, are 
still under study. 
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During the fiscal year a number of inactive 
units have been activated, utilizing present 
personnel mainly by effecting a decrease in 
overhead, 

Studies have been made and plans formu- 
lated for the organization of 56 squadrons of 
Air Corps when funds become available in 
accordance with the expansion of that arm 
authorized by the present Congress. 

In the National Guard the increment of 5,- 
000 authorized by the 3d Session, Thith Con- 
eress, has been organized as follows: 

70 units and detachments have been acti 
vated to complete existing Infantry and 
Cavalry Divisions, 

12 Antiaireraft units of the Coast Artillery 
have been activated, 

| Photographic Section, Air Corps, has been 
organized, 

& Batteries of Field Artillery have been 
activated for Corps troops 

2 Radio Intelligence Companies, Signal 
Corps, have been activated for GILQ Reserve 
troops. 

The activation of these units has materially

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 











Foreign Comment—A recurrence of the Danzig crisis is impending with its peril to 
the peace of Europe. In an endeavor to appease Germany, Prime Minister Chamber- 
lain has dispatched a note to Berlin denying any purpose on the part of the British 
Government to encircle the Reich, provoke war or restrict the development of its trade, 
and offering to negotiate in the matter of a new naval agreement. In an effort to 
compose the Tientsin dispute, Great Britain has induced Japan to take part in a 
conference, but difficulty is being experienced in fixing the scope of the powers of the 
conferees, Japan is continuing to close Chinese ports, and is warning vessels of 
danger from the operations involved, and the British, Freach and American Govern- 
ments have replied that they will hold her responsible for any damage suffered by 
their nationals or shipping. Battles on land and in the air are being fought by so- 
culled Manchuquoan, really Japanese, troops and planes, and Outer Mongolian, really 
Russian controlled, troops and planes, The British and French Governments have 
ugreed to the fwlest possible cooperation in the Far East. The Anglo-Russian con- 
versations relative to an alliance are persisting, although the Soviets are remaining 
on the fence, and flirting with Germany as well as Great Britain. 

Concerned over the world situation, the President is insisting that Congress pass 
speedily the neutrality bill prepared by the State Department and reported favorably 
by the majority of the House Foreign Affairs Committee. In the House the bill was 
modified so that instead of forbidding American citizens to travel on belligerent 
vessels, it allows such travel at the risk of the persous undertaking it; it eliminates 
the authority for the President to define combat areas which American vessels may 
not enter, and it permits ordinary commercial credits and short-time obligations for a 
period of only 90 days and forbids renewals thereof, The administration defenders 
of the bill claimed that if enacted it will lessen the hazards of our involvement in 
wir, While its critics asserted it will violate neutrality and align us with Great Britain 
and France in war. Such statesmen as Representative Wadsworth argued we should 
repeal all neutrality laws, and confide the conduct of our foreign relations to the 
President. Clearly every speaker in the House recognized that the world is perilously 
close to war, and the manifest effort of all, no matter what suggestion made, was to 
develop a law which would keep America at peace. A rule permitted closure of debate 
und a vote in the House, but such a limitation is not possible under the rules of the 
Senate, so that prolongation of the session is in prospect, 

It seems to be generally understood that some kind of action is about to take 
place with respect to Danzig. Premier Daladier, when proroguing the French Parlia- 
ment until Autumn, declared that in the event of “any enterprise of hegemony” in 
Eastern Eurepe, his country would fight. His remarks were interpreted as a notice 
to Hitler that if the Nazis attempt to repeat against Danzig their coup against Prague, 
the French Army would move to the defense of Poland. President Moscicki, of Poland, 
broadcast Polish determination to keep the country’s outlets to the sea, and stressed 
in this connection the maintenance of Danzig as a free city. Conferences are reported 
between the German and Danzig authorities, and there are rumors, probably propz- 
canda inspired, that Nazi soldiers out of uniform, and munitions, are pouring into 
the city. The belief is current in Washington that instead of Hitler’s troops march- 
ing into Danzig, the Council of the port will declare its annexation to Germany. This 
would put the onus of attack upon the Poles, Such action would precipitate political 
discussion, but not, it is believed, war. Another view entertained by well informed 
authorities is that no matter whether Danzig apply for annexation or Germany seize 
it, Poland will demand that the status of the Free City be not changed, and that war 
will result, In any event there is general agreement that a dangerous crisis is upon 
the world, and that anything may come from it. 

There is no longer any doubt that Germany, Italy and Japan are acting in concert 
so as to disperse Anglo-French attention. It was to notify the Tokyo Government of 
the danger of its course that the British Prime Minister announced an agreement with 
France as to cooperation in the Far East. Coming as this announcement does at the 
moment of the Outer Mongolian fighting, it would seem that Chamberlain has taken 
another step toward inducing Russia to enter into an alliance. Now he can say to the 
Soviets that his Government and that of France are disposed to make an all-embracing 
agreement with the Soviets. This would be tempting to Stalin, and menacing to Japan, 
which imperilled in China, would have to meet the Soviet armies and the sea opera- 
tions of the European Powers, 

iow many planes have been lost in the Mongolian fighting cannot be accurately 
determined, Reports emanating from Tokyo and Moscow are thoroughly unreliable, 
but a summary of them in the New York Times is as follows: 

Tokyo Version—Up to June 26, eight Japanese and 131 Mongols; June 26, none 
on either side; and June 27, three Japanese and 120 Mongols, making a total of eleven 
Japanese and 251 Mongols, 

Moscow Version—Up to June 26, 59 Japanese and 23 Mongols; June 26, 25 
Japanese and three Mongols ; and June 27, seven Japanese and six Mongols, making a 
total of 91 Japanese and 32 Mongols. 


How Effective is Anti-Aireraft Artillery—Intensive bombardment by airplanes at 
the opening of a war constitutes a menace which Germany has used against her 
enemies for over a year. Some of the danger was real, much imaginary, but the effect 
in France and England was considerable. The Germans, even before Munich, pushed 
astuteness even to the point of inviting General Vuillemin, head of France’s aviation, 
to make a visit to their aerodromes and factories. At the same time certain French 
newspapers having suspicious connections, began at that very moment, as if by acci- 
dent, to publish articles on aerial bombardment well calculated to upset the public's 
nerves. While French aeroplane production at this moment was at a low ebb, never- 
theless the best informed Frenchmen declare that there was no reason for being 
panicky. Paris, for example was defended by no less than sixty batteries of Anti- 
Aircraft Artillery of proved efliciency, without counting pursuit planes. But the 
German manceuvre succeeded in its object. 

That was a year ago. At the present moment Frenchmen’s nerves are perfectly 
steady. They recognize the damage that bombardments would produce but they are 
ready to meet the danger, knowing full well that both sides can play at the game and 
that German cities are as vulnerable as French ones. 

It is an error to draw conclusions from the Great War as to the relative efficiency 
of A.A.A, and of pursuit planes in attacking bombers. Very little damage was done 
by the former in 1914-18, but the situation is far different today. A.A.A. is now so 








accurate that bombers are obliged to work at heights that make accuracy impossible 
against a detined target. Take the case of the huge power house at Barcelona and 
the one at Sagunto, perfectly outlined targets with enormous smoke-stacks to mark 
them, Thirty-eight thousand bombs were rained on them during two and a half years; 
six direct hits were made. The A.A.A, accomplished this result by forcing the bombers 
to maintain heights to great for accuracy. And no one will pretend that the Loyalist 
forces had A.A.A. comparable to the French or British guns and search-lights. The 
record of the innumerable bombings of ships in Spanish harbors tells the same tale, 
Bombardment can be really effective only when directed against a vast target such 
as Paris or Berlin or London in cloudy or foggy weather. Much indiscriminate dis- 
tinction can be accomplished in such raids, and that is why German-inspired propa- 
ganda dwelt so constantly upon this danger last September. This agitation, aided by 
the cries of timid folk, produced a large impression, and probably influenced the 
Munich surrender; but that day is over. You can’t scare these people twice with 
the sume wolf, 

Anti-aircraft defense, of course, must employ both pursuit planes and artillery, 
but the latter has certain advantages for a given outliy that French specialists now 
insist upon. It suffers few or no losses in personnel and materiel during combat, and 
very little loss from deterioration; its replacement is easy and it requires no such 
huge forces to operate or construct. An increase in speed or power of enemy planes 
puts opposing pursuit planes immediately at a grave disadvantage, whereas the 
A.A.A, retains its capacity to act efficiently. Asa French aviation specialist, Courquin, 
recently declared in the Revue Militaire Générale: “Air tactics are determined by the 
matériel, An inferior machine in the air, as on the sea, cannot fight; it cannot even 
run away or court a glorious end; all it can do is to accept an early death.” 

The width, height and depth of the zones where pursuit planes operate against 
bombers are not so greatly superior to those covered by A.A.A.,, the latter can discover 
its targets as quickly, it is always ready for action, by night or by day, in good 
weather or bad and its personnel can go about their work in perfect calm. This arm 
is being perfected every day and its present excellence makes a battleship at sea 
entirely secure from anything but a chance hit or a suicide dive. The constant in- 
crease in speed naturally renders the aeroplane harder to hit, but there is a “critical 
limit” to this speed even for fighters; as to bombers, the faster they are the less is 
their accuracy. Apart from the limit which human endurance puts upon speed, there 
is the question of landing ground, suitable fields, for very fast machines have to be 
properly constructed and maintained, if valuable matériel is to be guarded from 
accident. These conditions are not found in every theatre, 

The vertical dive by bombers is certainly «a hard problem for the A.A.A. but it is 
also a racking operation for both pilot and plane and a far different affair in battle 
from what it is on the exhibition field. Nobody seems to have used it in Spain. On 
the other hand constant improvements operate in favor of the defense. The listening 
and visual instruments get better every day ; they work at great distances and in bad 
weather; the radius of action for the projectile widens all the time with improve- 
ments in propelling and exploding powder, The contest between gun and aeroplane 
resembles that between the submarine and the depth bomb. Up to two or three years 
ago the aeroplane had the best of the discussion; here lately it is the gun that makes 
most progress. Moreover, the study of interference by the action of rays on the 
carburator has now entered the practical stage and it is expected that before long 
this form of defense will come to the relief of great areas, such as important cities, 
that are now open to bombardment in cloudy weather.

U. S. Fleet—Sixty ships, representating the largest array of capital fighting ships 
ever to drop anchor in San Francisco Bay will steam into the harbor and drop anchor 
in San Francisco Bay today, July 1, for a seventeen day stay in celebration of Navy 
Participation in the Golden Gate International Exposition. Ten battleships headed 
by the flagship, the USS Pennsylvania, will lead the armada into the harbor start- 
ing at 7 a. m., on Saturday, July 1, but it will be several hours before the four air- 
craft carriers which will bring up the rear of the line drop anchor off man-made 
Treasure Island. 

It will mark the first time in Pacific Coast history that four aircraft carriers 
have anchored in a single harbor. For the USS Yorktown and the USS Enterprise 
it will be their first visit to the Pacific Coast. The carriers Lexington and Saratoga 
which regularly anchor off Long Beach will complete the complement of aircraft 
carriers. Also included in the line of ships will be four heavy cruisers, ten light 
cruisers, and thirty-one destroyers. Several supply ships also will accompany the 
armada. In celebration of the navy participation, Exposition officials have an- 
nounced all members of the army, navy and marine corps in uniform will be admitted 
to the World’s Fair of the West free of charge. 

The Navy Department announced this week that the aircraft carrier Ranger 
will be assigned to the Atlantic Squadron, effective today and her home port will be 
changed from San Diego to Norfolk. The Ranger has been assigned to Carrier Divi- 
sion One, Aircraft, Battle Force. She left the west coast with the United States 
Fleet on January 4, to participate in Fleet Problem XX and remained on the east 
coast when the fleet returned to its normal operating areas. 


Corps of Engineers—The appropriation act for the military establishment for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1940, provides, under “Corps of Engineers-Engineer Service, 
Army,” the sum of $1,044,340 of which amount not to exceed $180,000 shall be avail- 
able for payments under contracts for the procurement of Engineer equipment under 
the authorization contained in the Military Appropriation Act for the fiscal year 
1939, The deficiency appropriation act approved May 2, 1939, provides, under Title IT, 
Special Appropriations, Military Establishment, Corps of Engineers, the additional 
amount of $2,900,000 for “Engineer Service, Army,” and in addition a contract au- 
thorization of $1,000,000 for procurement of Engineer equipment. These amounts 
provide for the design, development, procurement, maintenance, alteration and repair, 
installation, storage and issue of Engineer equipment, instruments, appliances, 
supplies, materials, tools, and machinery required in the equipment and training of 
troops and in military operations including military surveys and the Engineer School. 
The total amount appropriated and authorized $4,944,340 will provide for the follow- 
ing: Operation of Engineer Depots, $89,125; Operation of Engineer School, $32,275; 
Procurement and Maintenance of Engineer Equipment, $4,395,930; Development of 
Engineer Equipment, $80,000; Engineer Operations in the Field, $87,564 ; Procurement 
Planning, $14,475, and Military Surveys and Maps, $244,971. 

The principal items under Procurement and Maintenance of Engineer Equipment, 
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930, consist of: Replacement of current issues from depot stocks, purchase of 
anti-aircraft searchlight parts, etc., $124,930; Anti-aircraft Mobile Searchlight Units, 
$3,855,000; Aerial Mapping Equipment and Map Reproduction Equipment, $345,000; 
Pontoon Bridge Equipment and Footbridge Equipment, $50,000, and Water Purifica- 
tion and Water Supply Equipment, $21,000. 

The pending War Department Appropriation Bill for the fiscal year 1940 pro- 
poses to make available funds in the amount of $277,800,000 to be expended on civil 
activities under the direction of the Secretary of War and the supervision of the 
Chief of Engineers, as follows: Maintenance and improvement of existing river and 
harbor works and for the prosecution of new projects heretofore authorized by Con- 
gress, $96,000,000; flood control, general, $135,000,000; flood control, Mississippi 
River and tributaries, $39,000,000; rescue work and repair or maintenance of any 
threatened or destroyed flood-control work on any tributaries of the Mississippi 
River, $800,000; hydroelectric power plant, Fort Peck Dam, Montana, $2,000,000 ; 
and hydroelectric power plant, Bonneville Dam, Oregon, $7,000,000, 


Coast And Geodetic Survey—The honorary degree of Doctor of Science was con- 
ferred upon Admiral Leo Otis Colbert, Director of the U. S. Coast and Geodetic Sur- 
vey, as an outstanding alumnus, by Tufts College, Massachusetts, at its 83rd com- 
mencement exercises, 

President Leonard Carmichael said: “The world has never needed maps more 
than it does today. Leo Otis Colbert, gifted investigator and cartographer-in-chief 
of our coasts, I confer upon you the degree of Doctor of Science.” 

A member of many scientific societies, Admiral Colbert is a recognized leader of 
a service which has received international recognition for its accuracy and its far- 
sighted scientific achievements. He received his degree in civil engineering at Tufts 
College in 1{4¥7. 


Army Recruiting Service—The War Department has announced that in the twelve- 
month period beginning on July 1, 1939, and contingent upon final action to be taken 
on the Supplemental Appropriation Bill for 1940, now pending in Congress, a total 
of approximately 112,500 men will be enlisted in the United States Army, This num- 
ber of men will be required for increases in the Air Corps, Coast Artillery Corps, the 
Corps of Engineers, Finance Department, Medical Department, Quartermaster Corps, 
Signal Corps, Ordnance Department and Chemical Warfare Service, as well as for 
normal replacements in continental garrisons and overseas service in Hawaii, 
Panama, the Philippines and Puerto Rico to take care of vacancies resulting from 
expiration of enlistments. The plans call for procurement by monthly increments of 
from 5,220 a month to 12,243 a month. 

In order to accomplish this program, The Adjutant General, who is in charge of 
the United States Army Recruiting Service, has announced the detailed plans for the 
facilitating of these enlistments, the largest number ever inducted into the Army in 
peace-time in a similar period. Eighteen mobile recruiting stations will tour the 
United States, enabling applicants in cities not covered by recruiting stations to 
secure enlistment. In addition, 289 stations are provided as indicated in the follow- 
ing tabulations. Applicants can be enlisted also at any one of the more than one 
hundred active Army posts in the United States. 

The Adjutant General stresses the point that in addition to the usual require- 
ments as to age (from 18 to 35), unmarried status, and excellent physical condition, 
men with a high school education or its equivalent, or at least a journeyman’s rating 
in « mechanical trade are desired for the Air Corps and other technical branches, 
He emphasizes the fact that many opportunities will be available for qualified men 
to receive specialized technical education in the Army’s excellent schools for the 
numerous positions open in aviation, radio, finance, ordnance, medical and other 
tields requiring specialized training. 


Navy Medical Center—The new Navy Medical Center at Bethesda, Md., will be 
an establishment of which the Navy can be justly proud, Assistant Secretary Charles 
Edison, stated at ground-breaking ceremonies for the center, June 20, 

The first shovelful of earth was turned by Rear Adm. Percival S. Rossiter, MC, 
USN-ret., whom Mr. Edison especially complimented for his efforts, while chief of the 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, in bringing about construction of the center, 

Rear Adm. Ross T. Melntire, present chief of the Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery, also attended. 

The rites marked the beginning of work on the first contract on the $4,850,000 
project. Foundations, grading and construction of a temporary builders’ office will 
cost $98,200, 


Army Air Corps—Secretary of War Woodring announced this week the details of 
arrangements for using civilian schools for the primary training of Air Corps pilots, 
to increase the number of graduate pilots now heretofore trained exclusively at the 
Air Corps Training Center at Randolph and Kelly Fields, Texas. Under the new plan, 
graduates of these civilian schools will complete their basic and advanced training 
at Randolph and Kelly Fields respectively. 

The list of schools and number to be trained in each class follows: Spartan School 
of Aeronautics, Tulsa, Okla., SG; Santa Maria School of Flying, Inc., Santa Maria, 
Calif., 50; Dallas Aviation School and Air College, Dallas, Texas, 60; Ryan School of 
Aeronautics, San Diego, Calif.. 25: Alabama Institute of Aeronautics, Inc., Tuscaloosa, 
Ala., 40: Grand Central Flying School, Glendale, Calif., 85; Parks Air College, Ine., 
E. St. Louis, HL, 40: Lincoln Airplane & Flying School, Lincoln, Neb., 25; Chicago 
School of Aeronautics, Glenview, HL, 25. 

The number of students indicated after each school is the number to enter that 
school each six weeks from July 1, 1929, until graduation of the class which is in 
training on January 1, 1941. During this period, $3,528,3¢0 will be spent for private 
fiying instructions. 

If appropriations for the complete Air Corps Expansion Program are not pro 
vided, the contracts may be cancelled upon 30 days notice, 

It is estimated that the total number of flyers which will be trained during the 
entire period is 2,134. The estimated maximum number in training at any one time 
Will be 1,445, including Randolph and Kelly Fields. 

Each school will provide one or more flying fields, and such supplies and facilities 
as may be necessary for the training required by the Government, The Air Corps will 
furnish the airplanes required to give the necessary flying time to each student, The 
average flying time per student will be about 65 hours. To provide a suitably rounded- 
out course, about 225 hours of “ground” instruction will be given in addition to flying 
instruction. The payments to each school are based on the number of flying hours 
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per student.

School—tst Lt. Roy T. Wright and 2nd Lt. Oliver EF. Ford, jr. Chicago School of 
Aeronautics—tIst Lt. A. J. MeVea, Ist Lt. Noel F. Parrish, and Capt. Olin F. Me- 
linay, MC, 

Assistant Secretary of War Louis Johnson announced this week the purchase of 
primary training planes at a total cost, including spares, of $096,275. This type of 
plane is a standard commercial plane. Its Army designation will be YPT-16, It is a 
single engine, low-wing monoplane and is powered with the Manasco C-4, 4-cylinder 
in-line, inverted, air-cooled, 125 horsepower engine, and is equipped with the fixed 
pitch, two-blade propeller. As this is purely primary training plane, the number of 
instruments have been reduced to a minimum, 

Also announced was the award of a contract in the amount of approximately 
$450,000 for personnel transport airplanes. While the Army type designation has not 
as yet been assigned to this plane it is the same as the model 18-S, The procurement 
of this transport is the continuation of the War Department policy of purchasing 
standard commercial airplanes which are already in commercial production, 
Bureau of Engineering—The 1940 Naval Appropriation Act carried appropriations 
for procurement of Engineering material under three separate categories, Under 
the Bureau of Engineering appropriation, a total of $26,317,500 is provided, to be 
used principally for maintaining in serviceable condition 368 vessels in the Fleet 
and 104 miscellaneous smaller craft, such as tugs and oil barges for duty in naval 
districts, Of this amount, about $3,000,000 will be expended for the procurement of 
machine tools for navy yards, and about $2,000,000 will go into the procurement of new 
and replacement radio equipment, Orders will be placed during the year for $8,000,- 
000 to $10,000,000 for material of all kinds from raw materials to completely fabri- 
cated machines. This appropriation also includes about $2,500,000 for the maintenance 
of Engineering laboratories and for research and development work in both naval 
and commercial Liboratories, 

The appropriation “Bureau of Engineering, 140" provides for the Engineering 
portion of a few additional “service” craft, namely, 1 small harbor tug, 2 fuel oil 
barges, 1 seaplane wrecking derrick, and 2 aircraft rescue bouts. In general the ap 
propriation “Engineering” is about the same as it was in the fiscal year 1939, and 
it will continue to provide in 1940 about the same volume of business to suppliers 
of naval material us they have had during the current fiscal year, 

In the IMO Appropriation Act, the appropriation “Alterations to Naval Vessels” 
formerly used for the modernization of battleships, which was brought about as a 
result of the Washington Treaty of 1922, has been revived for the purpose of modern- 
izing the oldest aircraft carriers—Lexington and Saratoga. This modernization was 
authorized to cost not more than $15,000,000 for the 2 vessels for the work to be 
done by all bureaus, Of this approximately $5,000,000 represents work on Engineering 
equipment involving procurement of direct material to the extent of about $2,000,000, 
Most of the material required for this modernization work will be ordered during 
140, which will provide added business for industry. It is intended to have all ma- 
terial actually on hand before the first of the 2 vessels is ordered to a navy yard 
for the work some time in the fiseal year 1941, 

Dy far the larger part of the money for the procurement of Engineering material 
is appropriated under the appropriation “Replacement of Naval Vessels” which 
covers the procurement of all additions and replacements of naval vessels, The 1040 
Act appropriated $207,593,712 for the “Construction and Machinery” portion of new 
naval vessels building and to be undertaken in 1940. Of this total, between $90,000,000 
and $100,000,000 will be required for Engineering materials and work in connection 
with the installation of these materials in the new vessels. The greater part of the 
actual money appropriated is required for expenditure during 1940 against obligations 
previously entered into. Upward of $30,000,000 will be used in payment against Engi- 
neering materials (both on direct contract and subcontract) which are already on 
order, The greatest stimulus to industry contained in the Act is in the provision 
authorizing the commencement of 23 additional vessels, which include 2 battleships, 
2 light cruisers, 8 destroyers, 8 submarines, 2 small seaplane tenders, and 1 repair 
ship. Very little money will actually be spent during 1440 for the procurement of 
Engineering material on account of these vessels, Orders for all of these vessels, 
except the 2 cruisers and the repair ship, have already been placed, and some orders 
for machinery and other Engineering material for these vessels are going out almost 
daily. The estimated Engineering cost of the 28 vessels is $125,000,000 of which about 
$40,000,000 represents the purchase of materials of all sorts. These orders are so 
placed, and the nature of the material is such that they will spread over industry 
for two or three years, Most of the money appropriated will go toward the com- 
pletion of the 6 battleships, 2 aircraft carriers, 6 cruisers, 13 submarines, 34 de- 
stroyers, and 12 auxiliary vessels which are already under construction, 

This Appropriation Act permits the continuation of the previously undertaken 
additions to the Fleet and initiates new ones at a rate which assures that the 
United States Fleet will become stronger and more effective each year. It also 
assures that the rate at which the Government, through the Navy, places orders on 
industry will be maintained. 

As a result of the three appropriations, new orders for Engineering material will 
total from $50,000,000 to $60,000,000, and the expenditure against orders previously 
placed will approximate the same amount during 1940. These orders are distributed 
to practically every industry from the producers of raw and semi finished products 
to the fabricators of finished machines and equipment. The 140 appropriation bill 
as regards procurement of Engineering material is a healthy one both from a naval 
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point of view and industry. It is not extravagant nor excessive, actually being very 
close to the average of what will be required annually as long as the nation supports a 
policy of maintaining a Navy adequate in quantity for national defense and equal in 
quality to the best which the ingenuity, industry, inventiveness, and progressiveness 
of the American Nation can produce, 


Cavalry—Brig. Gen. Charles Burnett, who will be relieved as chief of the Bureau 
of Insular Affairs when that agency passes from the War Department to the De- 
partment of the Interior today will be assigned to the Office Chief of Cavalry as 
executive officer, it was learned this week. 

After a mouth’s leave, General Burnett will assume his new office, relieving Lt. Col, 
Karl S. Bradford, who will be assigned to the Operations Section, Office Chief of 


Cavalry. 


Navy Line Changes—Rear Adm. Adolphus E. Watson, commander of battleship 
division two, has been ordered by the Navy Department to duty as a member of the 
General Board, Admiral Watson will be relieved at his sea post in September by Rear 
Adm. Walter N. Vernou, commandant of the 15th Naval District and the Balboa Naval 
Station. 

Capt. Russell S, Crenshaw will become director, War Plans Division, Office of 
Naval Operations in July, relieving Rear Adm. Robert L. Ghormley who will become 
assistant chief of Naval Operations, 

Comdr, Ralph 8. Riggs has been appointed aide to Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
Charles Edison, Commander Riggs is now on duty in the Navy Department in the 
Shore Establishment Division. 


Travel by Personally Owned Auto—Ffforts of Secretary Woodring to set up a 
method whereby officers assigned to duty with Junior ROTC Units might be reim- 
bursed for the actual operating expenses of using their own automobiles to travel from 
one unit to the other were thwarted this week when Acting Comptroller General 
Elliott told him that the law would not permit such payments. Secretary Woodring 
had pointed out that there are 36 junior ROTC units with two or more schools and 
that in some instances it is necessary for the officers to travel 90 miles or more be- 
tween schools each school week. Nevertheless the Comptroller General held that 
“Army oflicers assigned to duty with Junior Reserve Officers’ Training Corps Units 
involving travel between such units at reasonably adjacent schools for which mileage 
may not be authorized because the travel lies wholly within the limits of the officers’ 
duty stations, and for which reimbursement must be on an actual expense basis if, in 
fact, reimbursement of the insubstantial amounts may be authorized at all, may not 
be reimbursed on an administratively proposed estimated expense basis supported by 
data tending to indicate the reasonableness of the reimbursement, the proposed plan 
being no other than the setting up of mileage rates or a commutation of traveling 
expenses expressly prohibited by the act of March 3, 1875, 18 Stat. 452.” 

The futility under existing law of trying to repay officers for the frequent use of 
their own automobiles on government business having been demonstrated again, every 
effort should be made to secure legislation authorizing an automobile allowance. It 
has been shown that service personnel must have automobiles to properly conduct 
their official affairs, yet there is no authority to repay them for the amount of time 
their cars are employed on government business, 


Civil Employment of Fleet Reservists—Considerable apprehension is being felt over 
the legislative provision sponsored by Representative Vinson, chairman of the House 
Naval Affairs Committee, which would -prohibit members of the Naval and Marine 
Corps Reserve (including the transferred fleet reservists) from being employed by 
the War or Navy Departments. The restriction is contained in the bill introduced 
by Mr. Vinson two weeks ago restricting the amount of time which regular Naval 
officers may spend on duty in Washington and providing more sea duty for “best 
fitted” officers. Section three of that bill, as printed in the AkMy ANp Navy JouRNAL 
of June 17, amends the Naval Reserve Act of 1938 so as to provide “That no existing 
law shall be construed to prevent any member of the Naval Reserve from accepting 
employment in any civil branch of the public service, other than the civil branches of 
the War and Navy Departments and their respective field services, nor from re- 
ceiving the pay and allowances incident to such employment in addition to any pay 
and allowances to which he may be entitled under the provisions of this Act, nor as 
prohibiting him from practicing his civilian profession or occupation before or in 
connection with any department of the Federal Government, but civilian employees 
of the War and Navy Departments and of their respective field services shall not be 
members of the Naval Reserve or Marine Corps Reserve and such employees as are now 
members of such Reserves shall be disenrolled.” 

It is understood that a number of such reservists, particularly members of the 
transferred Fleet Reserve, are now employed by these Departments in positions where 
enactment of Mr. Vinson’s measure would result in their discharge. Thus far, Mr. 
Vinson has taken no steps to bring his bill up and it is not likely that he will for 
the remainder of this session, but he doubtless will bring it before his committee next 
session. 


Non-Coms in Air Corps—In addition to the recommendation of General Craig in 
his final report that “continued consideration should be given to the use of a per- 
centage of noncommissioned pilots in the Air Corps,” there is legislation pending 
before both House of Congress, designed to take care of part of the Reserve group. 
The Army has a small group—about 30—of noncommissioned officers and warrant 
officers who are pilots, principally with the transport squadrons. The chief of staff's 
suggestion is that perhaps this group can be increased and so reduce officer require- 
ments in the corps. 

In the Air Corps, however, there is a belief that because the pay of such men is so 
small private industry would attract enlisted pilots from the Army as fast as the Air 
Corps could train them. The present group of enlisted and warrant pilots are mostly 
products of the period when enlisted men went through the Air Corps training center 
“in grade.” Now enlisted men desiring to be pilots, can go through the center and 
come out as second lieutenants, Air Corps Reserve. Then—and on this condition the 
pending legislation depends—some of them can be commissioned into the Regular 
Army provided they are less than 30 years of age. 

There is a large group of Reserve officers on active duty beyond this age, and 2 
smaller group of enlisted pilots also over age, who cannot be commissioned into the 
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Regular Army, Senator Morris Sheppard, chairman of the committee on military 
affairs, has introduced a bill, on which extensive hearings have been held, which would 
induct as flight officers Reserve officers, warrant officers and enlisted pilots now on 
extended active duty with the Air Corps, or who are eligible for such duty who are 
now over 350, or who will be over 30 when the act is passed. 

Flight officers would receive the pay of sécond and first lieutenants and captains of 
the Regular Army. Both Brig. Gen. F. D. Gasser (General Staff) and Brig. Gen. 
I. KK. Yount (Air Corps) have testified against the bill. 

Slightly different is the bill already reported favorably by the House Commumittee 
on Military Affairs, which would waive the 30-year age limit requirement. 


Patrol Planes to Hawaii—Fifteen of the Navy's patrol planes left San Diego Bay 
this week on a non-stop flight to Hawaii on what Navy Department officials termed 
a “routine transfer of equipment and personnel.” 

The planes were attached to Patrol Squadron One, Lt. Comdr. S. La Hache, 
commander of the squadron, took off from San Diego at 3:47 p.m Tuesday, and by 
4:10 pan. the last of the 105 officers and men were in the air. 

The planes were bound for Pearl Harbor where they will be attached. 

The long flight is the eighth to be undertaken by the Navy in its “routine trans- 
fers”. All have been made without incident. 


Squalus Board Recesses—With a tunnel dug under the stern of the sunken sub- 
marine Squalus and a lead wire stretched under the craft, ready to be used to pull 
stout chains through when necessary, salvage work on the ill-fated craft this week 
rapidly approached the time when actual lifting of the vessel would be undertaken. 

Divers this week began the attaching of airhoses to fuel oil and ballast tanks, so 
that water could be blown from them when they were ready to raise the sub. Only 
three hoses were attached Thursday after repeated trips to the Squalus, 240 feet 
below the sea off Portsmouth, N. H1., but others had been taken down and were ready 
to attach. 

After all hoses have been fitted to connections and pontoons attached fore and 
aft to chains passed under the sub, she will be ready to raise. When that has been 
accomplished—and it will be at least a month from now—the bodies of the 26 dead 
aboard her can be removed and a determination of the cause of the sinking be more 
definitely reached. 

It is generally agreed as a result of testimony of the 33 survivors of the crew 
before the board of inquiry last week that the Squalus sunk because of failure of a 
high induction valve to close. The board of inquiry recessed last Friday after sitting 
for one week, It will reconvene when the Squalus is raised to complete its investiga- 
tion, The vessel, it was indicated, will then be refitted. 

The rescue boat Pigeon was reported this week by the Navy Department to be 
proceeding from Manila to the site of the sunken French submarine Phenix which has 
been found in the Bay of Cam Rahn in waters too deep to permit a rescue. ‘The Pigeon 
will cooperate with the French in their investigation of the cause of the sinking of 
the Phenix. 


No Miniature Ribbons — Wearing of miniature ribbons with evening clothes of 
paval officers has been discontinued by the Navy Department, it Was stated this week, 
The deletion of miniature ribbons will leave three decorations in use for all uniforms— 
medals, ribbons and miniature medals. The latter will be worn with dinner dress 
“A” and dinner dress “B" on which miniature ribons are now worn, Miniature rib- 
bons are also worn with evening dress “A” and “B", but no provision has been made 
for substitution of medals. 

Article 7S of the Uniform Regulations has also been amended to provide for 
weuring of grey gloves with service dress, blue “A” “if prescribed.” 


Purchase of Aireraft— Assistant Secretary of War Louis Johnson has announced 
the tentative award of an order for basic combat airplanes in the amount of apprexi- 
mately $2,500,000. This plane incorporates the improvements found desirable as the 
result of a year’s use of the BC-1 and will carry the Army designation BC-1A. It 
is an all-metal, low-wing, two-place, single engine monoplane and is equipped with 
flaps, retractable landing gear, two-way radio, radio compass, complete equipment for 
night flying and fittings for installation of an aerial camera. Machine guns will be 
provided in both the pilot’s and the observer’s cockpit. It will be powered by a single- 
row, wasp, air cooled radial engine of 550 h.p., and will be equipped with an all-metal 
adjustable pitch, constant speed propeller. Engine, propeller, radio equipment and 
other accessories will be furnished by the Government, This airplane has a compara- 
tively low landing speed and should be able to operate from small unimproved land- 
ing fields and is able to defend itself when attacked. It is, therefore, an excellent 
general purpose plane for use for short observation missions to obtain information 
for the headquarters of the larger tactical units at the front. It is also particularly 
adapted for use as a courier plane between headquarters of the major tactical units. 
A number of these planes will be furnished to the Organized Reserves and also to the 
National Guard. 

A tentative award has also beeh made for basic combat planes in the amount of 
approximately $90,000. This will also be an all-metal, low-wing, two-place, single 
engine monoplane and will have substantially the same equipment as provided in the 
BC-1A described above. Both of these awards are tentative and contingent upon the 
appropriation of funds therefor by Congress. Should the Bill now pending before 
Congress for the appropriation of approximately $222,000,000 for the expansion of 
the Army Air Corps be not passed nothing contained in these awards will obligate 
the Government to expend any funds thereunder. 


Paintings Exhibited—The Navy Department has placed on exhibit in the main lobby 
of the Navy building here, a painting of the engagement between the Monitor and 
Merrimac, and two of the Merrimac in action in May, 1862. They were painted 
by Mr. V. A. Hamilton of Baltimore shortly after the Civil War from sketches made 
at the scenes by Col. Samuel Wetherill, 11th Pennsylvania Volunteer Cavalry, who 
was stationed at Old Point Comfort, Va., in the spring of 1862. 

The paintings are owned by Mrs. Maria K. W. Davis of Baltimore, the daughter 
of Colonel Wetherill. She has loaned them to the Office of Naval Records and 
Library in charge of Capt. Dudley W. Knox, USN-Ret. 

The paintings represent the battle of the Monitor and the Merrimac in Hampton 
Roads, March 9, 1862; the last engagement of the Merrimac off Sewall’s Point, May 


8, 1862, and the burning of the Merrimac by her crew off Craney Island, May 11, 1862.

Marriage of Enlisted Men 


Pending the printing of changes in AR 
155-5, February 16, 1939, AR 600-750, 
April 10, 1939, and AR 615-360, April 4, 
1935, the following changes in those regu- 
lations have been published : 

1, AR 155-5.—Paragraph 16a(1)(b)3 is 
changed and (d) is added as follows: 

8. ‘To enlist in the Navy, Marine Corps, Na- 
tional Guard, or Coast Guard. 

o a o . 

(d) To enlist in the Regular ‘Army. 
paragraph 26, AR 600-750. 

2. AR 600-750.—-Paragraphs 14 and 26 are 
superseded and paragraph 44d(1) is changed 
as follows: 

14. Men with dependents, including married 
men. 

a. No man with a dependent, or dependents, 
in any of the following classes will be ac- 
cepted for original enlistment in the Regular 
Army in time of peace: 

(1) Lawful wife. 

(2) Legitimate children, step children, or 
adopted children under twenty-one years of 
age, who are legally or in fact dependent upon 
the applicant for support. 

(3) Mother, who is in fact dependent upon 
the applicant for her chief support. 

(4) Any other persons who are in fact de- 
pendent upon the applicant for support. 

b. Marriage will not affect reenlistment of 
enlisted men in grades 1, 2, or 3. 

e. (1) Enlisted men except those in grades 
1, 2, or 3, who marry without the written per- 
mission of the corps area commander after 
June 30, 19389, will be discharged without de- 
lay for the convenience of the Government and 
will not be reenlisted. See paragraph 60f, AR 
615-360. 

(2) Permission to marry thay be granted 
in worthy cases to enlisted men in the fourth 
grade only who have completed eight or more 
years’ service in thie Army. Such permission 
will be granted by corps area commanders and 
will be given in writing. Appropriate nota- 
tion will be made under “Remarks” in the en- 
listed man’s Service Record (W.D., A.G.O. 
Form No. 24), indicating the authority and 
date. For this purpose corps area commanders 
will have jurisdiction over all enlisted per- 
sonnel stationed within their respective corps 
areas. 

d. Men who married in accordance with the 
conditions indicated in b and e(2) above, but 
who have been reduced in grade or rating so 
that their status is below that specified may 
be reenlisted at the discretion of corps area 
commanders, due regard being had to the in- 
terests of the individual and the Government. 

e. The obtainment of a divorce will not ren- 
der eligible for reenlistment an applicant who, 
under the provisions of these regulations was, 
at any time during his current or last enlist- 
ment, rendered ineligible for reenlistment. 

f. Marriage will not affect the reenlistment 
of the following classes of enlisted men now in 
the service : 

(1) Those in the first three grades.

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{2) Those who obtained permission to marry 
under the provisions of ¢(2) above. 


(3) Those who can present to the corps 


area commander authentic evidence of having 


been granted military permission to marry 
prior to the effective date of these reguia- 
tions, provided the enlisted man can maintain 
his dependents on his pay. 

(4) Those who have previously been reen- 
listed as married men, even though military 
permission had not been obtained to marry, 
provided the enlisted man can maintain his 
dependents on his pay. 

g. Enlisted men of the Philippine Scouts 
and the 65th Infantry in Puerto Rico may be 
granted permission to marry, and their reen 
listment may be authorized, under regulations 
prescribed by the commanding general, 
Philippine Department, and the commanding 
general, Puerto Rican Department, respee- 
tively, due consideration being given to the 
interests of the enlisted man and the Govern- 
ment, 

h. No man will be accepted for enlistment 
or reenlistment conditional upon any written, 
verbal, or implied promise that any portion 
of his pay will be allotted to a relative or other 
person, 





Allowances to Reserve Officers 

The Senate Military Affairs Committee 
this week filed a supplemental report on 
the bill, S 507, which provides authoriza- 
tion for the payment of $50.00 annually 
to Reserve Officers who qualify for per- 
formance of 14 days active duty training 
and for a $50.00 per year uniform allow- 
ance during the first three years of a Re- 
serve Officers service. 

The supplemental report contains the 
views of the War Department on the bill, 
as amended, the text of which was print- 
ed on page 1026 of the ARMy AND Navy 
JourNAL of June 24, 1939. 

Concerning the measure, which is now 
on the Senate Calendar, Secretary of 
War Harry H. Woodring said: 

The effect of the proposed amendment upon 
section (a) of the bill would be to provide 
that an inactive-status training allowance of 
$50 would be paid to all Reserve officers who 
qualify for active-duty training, whereas the 
bill originally provided an allowance based 
upon the number of hours’ credit earned on 
an inactive status, 

Under present regulations, a Reserve offi- 
cer, who, during the previous year, has r- 
ceived credit for 25 hours of inactive-status 
training is eligible for 14 days’ active duty. 
Hlowever, certain Reserve officers have civil 
professions which qualify them for their 
probable military duties. Dentists, certain 
medical officers, and railway engineers are 
examples, It may become desirable for the 
War Department to make such personnel 
eligible for active-duty training without re- 
quiring any inactive-status training. If such 
personnel should be made eligible for active 
duty without inactive-status training, it is 
believed that they should not be eligible for 
an inactive-status training allowance which 
is based on qualifying for active duty through 
inactive-status credits. These cases could be 
covered by a proviso to the effect that Re- 
serve officers for whom _ inactive-status 
credits are not a requisite for active-duty 
training, shall not be entitled to the allow- 
ances, 

An annual allowance as provided in the 
amendment would be much easier to admin- 
ister than an allowance based upon hours of 
credit. However, for reasons set forth in the 
original report on 8S. 507, dated April 4, 1939, 
the War Department is opposed to an inac- 
tive status training allowance, 

The effect of the proposed amendment upon 
section (b) of the bill would be to limit the 
uniform allowance to those Reserve officers 
who have been originally appointed 3 years 
or less and who have qualified for active-duty 
training. Officers who, during this period of 
3 years, performed 14 days’ active-duty 
training would be among those receiving the 
uniform allowance. There would be no pay 
ment made to those newly appointed Reserve 
officers who did not show sufficient interest 
in military training to qualify for active 
duty. To this extent the result would ap- 
proximate that of the suggestion made by this 
Department in its letter of April 4, 1939, in 
which the suggestion was made that any uni- 
form allowance be limited to those ordered 
to active-duty training for periods not in ex- 
cess of 3 months. 

As previously stated to your committee, the 
War Department believes that there is some 
equity in a uniform allowance. However, it 
still feels that it would be preferable to grant 
any uniform allowance only in connection with 
the first three periods of active-duty training. 

This report was submitted to the Bureau of 
the Budget which advises that there would 
be no objection to its submission to the com- 
mittee as the proposed legislation, either if 
its present form, or if amended as proposed 
by Colonel Park, would not be in accord with 
the program of the President.

ances assigned to it and for the effective 
administration of the naval districts and 
the naval operating bases ashore, Sub- 
divisions under this office would be seven, 
as follows: 

(1) An executive division, and an assistant 
chief of naval operations at the head thereof; 

(2) A Fleet Employment and Maintenance 
Division, and a Director of Fleet Employ- 
ment at the head thereof; 

(3) An Aviation Division, and a Director of 
Naval Aviation at the head thereof; 

(4) An Intelligence Division, and a Director 
of Naval Intelligence at the head thereof; 

(5) A War Plans Division, and a Director 
of Naval War Plans at the head thereof; 

(6) A Fiseal Division, and a Naval Fiscal 
Officer at the head thereof; and 

(7) A Division of Fleet Training, and a 
Director of Fleet Training at the head there- 
of. 

The third division under the Vinson 
plan, the Office of Naval Material, would 
be charged with the design, development, 
provide, produce or procure all vessels, 
aircraft, equipment, ordnance, supplies 
and materials of every kind for the forces 
afloat ard the shore stations and with 
the repair and alteration of these parts 
of the naval establishment. 

Its concern is to be essentially ashore 
and its functions are to be executive, in- 
dustrial and technological. 

Sub-divisions under this office would 
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(1)An Administrative Division, and an As- 
sistant Chief of Naval Material at the head 
thereof; 

(2) A Ship Division, and a Director of the 
Ship Division at the head thereof; 

(3) An Aircraft Division, and a Director of 
Aircraft Division at the head thereof; 

(4) An Ordnance Division, and a Director 
of Naval Ordnance at the head thereof; 

(5) A Plant Division, and a Director of 
Naval Plants at the head thereof; 

(6) A Supply Division, and a Director of 
Naval Supply at the head thereof; 

(7) An Accounting Division, and a Director 
of Accounting Division at the head thereof; 
and 

(8) A Disbursement Division, and a Naval 
Disbursing Officer at the head thereof. 

The Office of the United States Marine 
Corps would be the fourth division under 
the Vinson plan. 

It would function in much the same 
manner as the present organization, with 
a chief of training, chief of aviation, 
chief of recruiting and an adjutant and 
inspector’s division, headed by an Adju- 
tant and Inspector. 

Primary, the effort of the proposed 
plan would be to centralize the formula- 
tion of guiding policy and the collection 
and dissemination of helpful informa- 
tion, but to decentralize executive control 
and decision to the utmost. 

Rank in the new set-up would be as 
follows: Chief of Operations, admiral, 
Chief of Material, admiral ranking below 
CNO, Assistant Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions, vice admiral, Chiefs of Divisions, 
except for the administrative assistant 
in the Office of the Secretary and the 
Chief of Chaplains, rear admiral (upper 
half), Chiefs of Division in the oflice of 
the United States Marine Corps, briga- 
dier general. 

All staff corps, with the exception of 
the Medical Corps, Dental Corps and 
Chaplains Corps would be abolished. A 
single promotion list would be established 
for all officers except those in the latter 
corps.

Lt. Gen. Robert Lee Bullard, USA-Ret., 
in collaboration with Earl Reeves, has 
produced an interesting and provokative 
book under the tithe of “American 
Soldiers Also Fought.”

Air Corps Training 

A supplementary directive for the Air 
Corps Training for the year 1939-1{40 
has been issued by the War Department. 
It stresses the requirements imposed by 
the Air Corps expansion act. Excerpts 
from the supplementary directive follow : 

“Throughout the year the major effort of 
all concerned must be devoted to meeting the 
requirements imposed by the program for the 
expansion of the Air Corps. The require 
tients of the Expansion Program are of a 
nature so urgent that specialized individual 
training must receive first priority in all 
units. To this end, emphasis will be placed 
on specialized individual training to qualify 
the new graduates of the Air Corps Training 
Center as members of combat crews in that 
branch of aviation to which assigned, and to 
the individual basic and specialized training 
of enlisted personnel. 

“Since the specialized individual training 
Will involve the use to its maximum capacity 
“f available flying equipment, it will there- 
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fore be necessary that the number of flying 
hours devoted to individual navigation flying 
be restricted to that required to maintain 
individual proficiency. This should in no case 
exceed 60 hours per pilot per year in addition 
to the prescribed minimum requirements. 

“Individual and unit flying training will be 
so planned and conducted that each pilot of 
the unit obtains an approximately equal 
amount of training and flying hours annu- 
ally. The individual total should not exceed 
260 hours except in cases where the exigen 
cies of the service and of a particular duty 
ussignment make a higher total mandatory. 

“In addition to the individual skill required 
of pilots, a high degree of air discipline is 
essential, The periodic assignment of recent 
graduates of the Air Corps Training Center 
to flying units increases the importance of 
close and constant supervision of the flying 
training of individual pilots by unit com 
manders, 

“Training to maintain individual flying 
skill will not be relaxed. Not only is such 
skill a fundamental requirement for success 
ful air operations but it is essential for the 
protection of personnel and the conservation 
of costly equipment.” 





Retirement of Brig. Gen. O. L. 
Spaulding 

Attaining the statutory retirement age 
of G4 years on June 27, 1989, Col. Oliver 
Lyman Spaulding, FA, USA, was retired 
from active service on June 30, 1989 with 
the rank of brigadier general. General 
Spaulding has been Chief of the His 
torical Section of the Army War College, 
Washington, ID. C.. since October, 1935, 

General Spaulding was graduated from 
the University of Michigan with the degrees 
of Bachelor of Arts in 1895 and Bachelor of 
Laws in 1896. In July, 1898, he was commis 
sioned a second lieutenant of Artillery. 

General Spaulding served with the Third 
Artillery at Ft. St. Michael, Alaska, 1898-99: 
in China during the Boxer Rebellion, 1900; 
and in the Philippine Islands, 1900-01, par 
ticipating in an engagement against hostile 
Filipinos at Timbao Barrio, Province of La 
guna, in Mareh, 1901, 

In July, 1918, he assumed command of the 
61st Field Artillery Brigade of the 86th Di 
vision (National Army Troops of Tilinois and 
Wisconsin) with which organization he 
sailed for France. In September, 1018, he 
was attached to the Ist Field Artillery Bri 
gade of the Ist Division (Regular Army) with 
which he participated in the Meuse-Argonne 
Offensive until October, 1918. Tle remained 
overseas until June, 1919, in command of field 
artillery brigades and on duty as Chief of 
the Historieal Section of the American Ex 
peditionary Forces, 

Upon his return from France, General 
Spaulding served until 1924 as Chief of the 
Historical Branch of the War Department 
General Staff and later as Chief of the His 
torical Section of the Army War College. He 
then attended the Army War College as a 
student, graduating in 1925. He next served 
successively as Commander of the 12th Field 
Artillery at Ft. Sam Houston, Texas, 192% 
26; in command of the 13th Field Artillery at 
Schofield Barracks, Hawaii, 1926-20; as As 
sistant Chief of Staff for Military Intelli 
gence, First Corps Area, Boston, 1920-231; and 
as Professor of Military Science and Tactics 
at Harvard University, 1931-35. 

General Spaulding is the author of several 
books, including “Notes on Field Artillery’: 
“Warfare” (co-author); “Pen and Sword in 
Greece and Rome’; “The Second Division A. 
kK. FL in’ France” (co-author): and “The 
United States Army in War and Peace.” He 
has also written numerous magazine arti 
cles, reviews and lectures, 

In addition to the Bachelor of Arts and 
Bachelor of Law degrees received from the 
University of Michigan, General Spaulding 
received the degrees of Master of Arts from 
Harvard University in 1982 and Dector of 
Laws from the University of Michigan in 
1938, 

General Spaulding was awarded the Dis 
tinguished Service Medal for his World War 
services. General Spaulding was also award 
ed the decoration, Commander of the French 
Order of the lack Star,

Aviation Cadet Regulations 


The Bureau of Navigation this week 
transmitted to the service a circular let- 
ter outlining the manner in which the 
recently enacted legislation permitting 
the commissioning of aviation cadets in 
the Naval Reserve on active duty and ex- 
tending their total active duty tours to 
seven years will operate.

At a formal farewell given to General 
Malin Craig at the Army War College by 
the ranking officers of the War Depart- 
ment Secretary of War Woodring, by 
direction of the President, conferred upon 
General Craig the bronze oak leaf cluster 
for the Distinguished Service Medal pre- 
viously awarded to him. The citation for 
the decoration is as follows: 

“Malin Craig, General, Chief of Staff, United 
States Army, for exceptionally meritorious 
and distinguished service in a position of 
xzreat responsibility. As Chief of Staff of the 
Army of the United States from 1985 to 1939 
he was charged with the responsibility for 
the planning and administration of the great 
est peace time reorientation and moderniza 
tion of the Army in its history. The con 
tinuous and uninterrupted reliance placed 
upon his military advice and couneil by the 
Secretary of War, by the Congress and by the 
President, was demonstrated by measures 
both executive and legislative, which ad 
vanced the Army to its present position of 
readiness for security and defense, The loyal 
team work and high morale of staff, ground, 
and air, developed by his wise administration 
during the period of rapid development were 
especially marked as demonstrating the ex 
traordinary qualities of leadership that have 
necentuated his career from the beginning.” 

The Secretary of War has directed the 
Adjutant General to issue the necessary 
orders covering the award and to make 
appropriate notations on the records of 
the War Department for General Craig. 
The decoration came as a complete sur 
prise to the outgoing Chief of Staff.

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Financial Digest 

This has been a hectic week in Wash- 
ington what with the rush in Congress to 
puss the final appropriation bills before 
the end of the fiscal year and to fix anew 
the monetary powers of the President. 
In connection with all these matters there 
was a great deal of political juggling. For 
example, the Agricultural bill carrying 
the huge total of 1,195 billion dollars, was 
deliberately delayed until the last moment 
in order to force its approval by the Presi- 
dent, in spite of his opposition to the 
heavy increase in appropriations made 
for parity in payments and for dis- 
posal of surplus corps. In the Sen- 
ate a coalition of Silver-Inflationists and 
Itepublicans repealed the authority of the 
President further to reduce the gold con- 
tent of the dollar and to purchase foreign 
silver and directed the purchase of do- 
mestically mined silver at 77.57 cents per 
ounce as against the Treasury’s present 
price of 644% cents. However, the Senate 
ugreed to the continuance of the stabiliza- 
tion fund. After denouncing this action 
us in the interest of Wall Street and 
speculators, and in view of the delay in 
the passage of the Relief Appropriation 
bill, the President left Hyde Park for 
Washington. An effort was made in the 
House to create a coalition similar to that 
prevailing in the Senate, but it failed, 
and that Chamber, by a party vote, sent 
the money bill to conference, As the 
powers possessed by the President in this 
respect were to expire at midnight last 
night, the air was filled with rumors of 
trade by which the Treasury would fix 
the domestically mined silver price at ap- 
proximately that voted by the Senate in 
return for the continuance of the Presi- 
dent's authority to cut the gold content of 
the dollar so that the value of the unit 
would be 50% instead of 59.06% of the 
standard in force prior to 1934. The ac- 
tion of the Senate caused a sharp fall in 
the price of foreign silver and forced the 
Treasury, in order to prevent foreign 
dumping, to fix its price for the metal at 
38.5 cents per ounce, which, in terms of 
the old gold dollar, was 22.74 cents, 
Mexico, as a great silver producer, was 
greatly perturbed by the Senate decision, 
since half of the revenue of that govern- 
ment is derived, either directly or indi- 
rectly from the metal. Mexican banks 
suspended dealings in foreign exchanges, 
and it was feared that a dangerous situa- 
tion, politically as well as economically, 
might ensue, Reports were circulated that 
President Cardenas would attempt to 
come to an arrangement with the Oil Cor- 
porations whose property worth 400 mil- 
lion dollars have been expropriated, in 
order to make up the revenue lost on 
silver, or expropriate American mining 
properties valued at 400 millions, which 
would provide the money required to meet 
government expenses, Because of this 
situation, as well as his fear that our 
foreign trade would be jeopardized, and 
National Defense thereby affected, the 
President negotiated with Congressional 
leaders in an attempt to develop a satis- 
factory compromise, 

The President was more fortunate in 
the Senate which passed a Relief bill ap- 
propriating 1.8 billion dollars, It struck 
out the House earmark of 125 millions of 
WPA funds for public works projects and 
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the creation of a bi-partisan board to ad- 
minister relief. Thus, there will be avail- 
able for the President the full amount for 
relief for which he asked with a single 
administrator as he desired, An increase 
of funds for the National Youth Adminis- 
tration also was voted. Although the 
Treasury deficit for the expired fiscal 
year was 3.5 billions, Congress is giving 
consideration to the President’s Recovery 
Fund plan which would authorize exist- 
ing Federal Agencies to borrow funds 
from the public amounting to some 4 bil- 
lion dollars, to be spent on specified proj- 
ects intended to be self-liquidating. By 
this proposal the President swept away 
all doubt that there would be less spend- 
ing in the new fiscal year. Further af- 
fecting the business situation and the 
markets were gloomy reports of impend- 
ing action by Hitler and the attitude of 
Japan which are discussed in our Foreign 
Comment. 

As a result of pressure applied by the 
President, the Conference Committee of 
the two Houses agreed to restore the dol- 
lar devaluation power of the President, 
and that permitting purchase of foreign 
as well as domestic silver. In order to 
separate the silver senators from the 
Republicans, the Treasury agreed upon a 
price of 70 cents per ounce for domestic 
silver. This particularly was good news 
to Mexico, where the fears of the results 
of abandonment of the silver policy here- 
tofore observed by the United States 
threatened the political and economic 
situation of the country. 





Approve Medal for Yarnell 

Admiral William D. Leahy, Acting See- 
retary of the Navy, this week recom- 
mended to Congress that a bill, HR 6565, 
authorizing the President to present a 
Distinguished Service Medal to Admiral 
Harry FE. Yarnell, Commander in Chief 
of the Asiatic Fleet, for “his skill and de- 
votion to duty displayed during his tour 
of duty as Commander in Chief of the 
Asiatic Fleet.” Admiral Leahy pointed 
out that the President has the authority 
to make such a= presentation without 
special legislation but said that passage 
of the bill would “announce the approval 
of Congress and is therefore appropriate.” 

The text of Admiral Leahy’s report on 
the bill is as follows: 

The bill Hh 6565 “Authorizing the Presi- 
dent to present a Distinguished Service Medal 
to Rear Adm. Harry Ervin Yarnell, United 
States Navy,” was referred to the Navy De- 
partment by your Committee with a request 
for views and recommendations relative to 
the measure, 

It is the purpose of the bill TIR 6565 to 
authorize the President to present ai dis- 
tinguished Service Medal to Rear Adm. Harry 
Ervin Yarnell, USN, for his skill and devotion 
to duty displayed during his tour of duty be- 
ginning October 7, 1936, as commander in 
chief of the United States Asiatic Fleet. 

The Navy Department considers that Ad- 
miral Yarnell as commander in chief of the 
Asiatic Fleet since October, 1936, has rendered 
service of the highest order and the greatest 
value to the United States in protecting Amer- 
ican interests in the areas affected by the 
Sino-Japanese hostilities. In. view of this dis- 
tinguished service the Navy Department ree- 
ommends that the bill, HR 6565 be enacted.

Merchant Marine 


Bids for construction of three cargo 
vessels for the Seas Shipping Company 
have been asked by the Maritime Com- 
mission, for opening Aug. 1. 

The vessels will be built by the line 
under terms of a construction subsidy 
signed with the commission and will be 
operated on its Robin Line route between 
New York and South and East Africa. 
They are the second bids to be asked on 
new construction this year, since bids on 
(-1 type cargo vessels will be opened here 
July 11. 

The Robin ships will be single screw 
vessels, turbine propelled, developing 
6,000 shaft horsepower which will give a 
speed of 15% knots. Length will be 485 
feet, beam 66 feet, depth to shelter deck 
483 feet and maximum loaded draft 27 
feet. Displacement will be 15,200 tons and 
deadweight 9,900 tons. 

18 for Lykes Brothers 

Lykes Brothers Steamship Company 
and the commission have virtually con- 
cluded an agreement whereby 18 vessels 
will be constructed this year and next 
year for operation on the line’s Gulf to 
United Kingdom, West Indies and Medi- 
terranean services. The vessels will be 
similar to the C-1’s. Nine of them will be 
constructed under subsidy, and nine by 
the commission on its own account and 
chartered to Lykes. 

With a flood of new contracts thus ex- 
pected to keep up the commission’s quota 
of 50m new ships a year, launchings of 
vessels already contracted for continue 
at nearly weekly intervals. Twelve ves- 
sels, all ©-2’s and tankers, have been 
launched, and eight more are to take the 
water before autumn, included among 
them several new types.

As a matter of organization for greater ef- 
ficiency, attention should be given to the 
merging of the two Artillery arms, the Field 
and Coast Artillery, The duties and Missions 
to a great extent, are analogous. Proper 
administration and economy of operation and 
tactics may demand the incorporation of the 
Coast Artillery, or at least its mobile ele 
ments, into the Field Artillery. A comprehen- 
sive survey of this subject is being prepared 
for your consideration, 

Training 

During the year, all components of the 
Army have made steady progress in theoret- 
ical and practical training. Careful planning 
and supervision in the use of special field 
exercise and normal training funds have pro 
vided for participation by nearly all mo 
bile units of the Regular Army in field ex 
ercises of the combined arms in Corps Area 
overseas Department, or Army exercises, 

Kach of the four Armies has now held one 
Army Maneuver and one Army Command Post 
Exercise, completing the cycle of Army Field 
exercises, started in 1935. This year the Third 
Army conducted extended maneuvers in the 
Fourth and Eighth Corps Areas, and the Se« 
ond Army conducted a Command Post Exe r 
cise at Fort Knox, Kentucky, with Regular 
Army, National Guard and Organized Re 
serves participating. Exercises of this char 
acter provide highly valuable training and 
the association necessary for welding togeth 
er all components of the Army. 

Other major field exercises conducted dur 
ing the year include a current continuation 
of the extended field test of the experimental 
Infantry Division at Fort Sam TLouston, 
Texas, GHO Air Force-Antiaircraft Artillery 
Maneuvers along the Southern Atlantic sea- 
board, a Joint Army-Navy Air Exercise on 
the North Atlantie coast and a special exer- 
cise for the Mechanized Cavalry operating 
with horse Cavalry at Fort Riley, Kansas. 

The benetits resulting from extensive field 
training of the Army are cumulative and th 
importance of their continuation and further 
amplification fully justify an inereased ex 
penditure for this purpose. Large field exer- 
cises provide the basic means of gviving com- 
manders and staffs practical experience in 
planning and conducting operations of larg 
units and in handling troops under present- 
day standards. The exercises are of great 
value also in training the troops themselves 
under simulated war conditions, It is hoped 
that such training may be increased each 
year. 

Plans for training pilots and mechanics in 
connection with the recently authorized aug 
mentation of the Air Corps have been com 
pleted with the cooperation of the Civil Aero 
nautics Authority, and this training ean be 
xin within 30 days after funds become avail 
able, 

In this connection, continued consideration 
should be given to the use of a percentage of 
noncommissioned pilots in the Air Corps, 
both as a reward for superior performance of 
duty and as an economy in officer require 
ments, 

Modern Equipment 

Funds provided in the regular and supple- 
mental appropriations for the fiscal year 1039 
plus those in the regular appropriation for 
the fiseal year 1940, will provide modern 
equipment to meet the initial requirements, 
with few exceptions, of all forces included in 
the Initial Protective Force of approximately 
400,000 men, 

The War Reserve objective under the Pro- 
tective Mobilization Plan contemplates plac- 
ing in War Reserve the critical items of equip- 
ment and munitions which will be needed to 
meet the requirements of the plan until such 
time as the rate of production by industry can 
meet military needs. Critical items of equip 
ment and munitions are items of a purely 
military character which are not ordinarily 
available from commercial sources, Such 
items will be needed immediately at the out 
break of an emergency and should be on hand 
before the emergency begins. The first step 
in this objective has been to provide for th 
necessary War Reserves for the Initial Pro- 
tective Force. Considerable shortages will 
still remain in the War Reserves required for 
expanding the Initial Protective Force into 
the balanced force of approximately 1,000,000 
men required for the Protective Mobilization 
Plan. The filling of these remaining short- 
ages constitutes one of our most important 
military requirements,

Future appropriations will be re 
quired to bring the Air Corps program into 
complete balance as to adequate housing and 
maintenance facilities and provide the annual 
replacements that will be required to main 
tain the Air Corps with up-to-date, modern 
equipment, 





Mechanization: 

The full initial requirement of the Initial 
Protective Force for light tanks is being pro 
vided. Procurement has been initiated for 
medium tanks, and, except for a minor de 
ficiency to be covered from subsequent ap 
propriations, the equipment for one medium 
tank regiment will be on hand. Require 
ments in scout and combat cars to cover the 
allowance of the Cavalry horse units and for 
Mechanized Cavalry Brigade for the 
Initial Pretective Force have been met. As 
experience mounts with this vet incompletely 
war-tested mechanized force, our training in 
dicates too great emphasis on detached and 
independent missions with a consequent dis 
regard of hard-hitting supporting missions 
which have a direct influence on battle. There 
should be available for those missions a 
powerful mechanized organization to be used, 
when opportunity offers, as a decisive attack 
element, Tendencies to date are leading to 
ward a dispersion of effort with a conse cuent 
loss of equipment and a probable absence of 
this arm from the field at) critical times. 
Present tactical doctrines should receive in 
tensive study from this viewpoint. 





Motorization: 

The motorization program for the Regular 
Army will be carried to approximately 79% of 
completion, The deficiency represents, pri 
marily, the shortages in minimum adminis 
trative and training allowances. Included in 
this deficiency are the vehicles necessary to 
motorize those Infantry combat trains now 
dnimal drawn approximately one-half of the 
total number, A comprehensive program for 
replacement of vehicles as they become un 
serviceable has also been initiated. On a cor 
responding basis the program for the Na 
tional Guard will be 80% complete. 





Seacoast Defense: 

The program of modernization and aug 
mentation of the seacoast defenses of the con 
tinental United States, Hawaii, and Panama, 
Which was begun in the fiseal year 1987, will 
be substantially advanced. For the Pacitie 
Coast, the major requirements have been 
provided, while a substantial start is being 
made in the modernization of harbor defenses

Construction and Housing 

Appropriations authorized) by the 75th 
Congress and allotments from the Public 
Works and Works Progress Administrations 
Hide available a sum which enabled the ae 
complishment of approximately $70,000,000 of 
permanent construction for the Army. Con 
struction accomplished with these funds pro 
Vides housing for 27,058 enlisted men, 752 
harried non-commissioned officers, Sd vwurses, 
> officers and an increase of 1035 hospital 





beds. This construction will partially alle 
Viute the crowded housing conditions which 
eXist in the Army, and will permit the re 
moval of many temporary buildings con 
structed during the World War which are 
how unsuitable for oceupany. Although the 


above construction makes provisions for ap 
proximately 28,000 men, the large increase in 


the Army authorized this fiscal year, pri- 
marily for augmentation of the Air Corps, 
more than offsets the construction provided 
and therefore continues the urgent need for 
additional construction in the Army. 

It is my opinion that full use is not being 
made of the technical skill and experience of 
the Corps of Engineers in the matter of new 
construction in the Army. The Quartermas 
ter Corps, now charged with construction, 
has a task of first magnitude to perform in 
the supply and maintenance of troops in the 
field and in garrison. I believe the Corps of 
Engineers should be utilized to relieve that 
Corps of the additional responsibility for 
new construction, With this in mind, T have 
caused a study to be made of the subject, 
to be submitted to you when completed. 

In considering the construction program, 
the question of the retention of small posts is 
revived, These posts result from the scattered 
frontier operations of former wars, principal 
ly against the Indians. For a while the War 
Department advocated their abolishment, It 
has developed, however, that with our system 
of training civilian components, and with 
our recent plan of assembling large units in 
maneuver, numerous posts are an economy 
and a training aid. At the smaller 
junior officers assume more responsibility and 
receive more detailed training. The adminis 
tration of small units and a variety of execu 
tive duties prepares them for higher command 
more expertly than the simple performance 
of tactical assignments which fall to their 
lot in large units.

Land Acquisition 

The War Department has long recognized 
the need for acquiring additional lands te 
meet essential peace-time requirements, The 
submission of recommendations to the Con 
gress for the acquisition of land has 
deferred in favor of the more urgent 
for construction ef barracks and quarters. 
The need for additional land has now become 
acute and Congress, accordingly, has been 
requested to authorize the aequisition of 
lands for the enlargement of training areas 
and target ranges in localities where such 
facilities are inadequate or entirely lacking. 
The lands proposed for acquisition, which in 
clude only the most urgent and immediate re 
quirements, are for the purpose of establish 
ing a Seventh Corps Area training center in 
south-central lowa, and an antiaireraft tiring 
range in the Mojave Desert, California, and 
for the purpose of expanding the existing 
military reservations at Ft. Ethan Allen, 
Vermont; Ft. Bliss, Texas; Ft. Devens, Mass 
achusetts; Ft.

Morale 

In my first appearance before the 
gress on the War Department appropriation 
bill for the fiscal year 1940, T stated that the 
morale and efficiency of the Army would be 
materially improved by the adoption of cer 
tain measures. These included the provision 
of funds to increase the grades and ratings 
for enlisted men, thereby affording appro 
priate rank and remuneration for men in key 
positions; the provision for more eqguitabele 
pension benefits for enlisted the 
peace-time establishment discharged on ae 
count of physical disability; and the pro 
vision of funds to provide those improved 
weapons required by the combat units to in 
sure adequate training to meet the conditions 
of modern warfare, 

Of the measures recommended, current ap 
propriations have provided funds which will 
considerably improve the conditions as to the 
modern weapons required by the combat 
units. Some increase in funds has been made 


men of 
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to provide additional grades and ratings of 
enlisted personnel. This increase however, is 
not sufficient to meet requirements. The 
Congress has authorized no inerease in the 
allowances for the provision of more equita 
ble pension benefits for enlisted men of the 
peace-time establishment who have been dis 
charged for physical disability incurred in 
line of duty. From the standpoint of morale 
and efficiency it is desired to emphasize 
ugain the necessity for these two latter 
measures, and to recommend that early action 
be taken to insure their adoption, 

I again wish to emphasize, as a measure 
of fairness to our enlisted personnel, that 
continued effort be made to equalize their 
pay with that received by the enlisted men 
in the Navy. 

In connection with other matters affect 
ing the general efficiency, as well as morale, 
of officers, I should like to stress the im 
portance of limiting service on any assign 
ment, particularly those at Washington, to 
four years, Experience has shown the value 
of rotation in the development of an all 
round leader, and the necessity of duty with 
troops as an essential background for all 
staff officers. As a corollary to this rotation, 
there should be built up what will approx 
imate a career service among the civilian per 
sonnel employed in higher administrative 
offices. To do this means sufficient promotion 
for the competent to make a career job at 
tractive and insure the retention of contin 
uing personnel, acquainted with routine and 
of relieving the changing office 
heads of much onerous detail, 

Another detail relating to general alertness 
is an admonition to officers in higher grades 
to become personally acquainted with the 
new and rapidly developing arms, particular 
ly the air arm. Whenever possible, they 
should travel by air, become cognizant of the 
ground installations and in all possible ways 
learn of the modus operandi, the tacties, and 
the thought of that corps. 

The morale of military units is not, how 
ever, a one-way proposition wherein the men 
tal condition of the officer or soldier receives, 
without effort, the continual consideration by 
superiors, A command with high morale 
builds by its own endeavor a self-respect and 
u resolve for efficient service. As an instance, 
it should not be the task of the War Depart 
ment to prove the physical or mental quali 
fications of its officers and men, They, them 
selves, ought to assume the burden of proof, 
If preparatory conditions can be equalized, 
perhaps mental tests should be resumed as 
a promotion qualification. Also, though it 
may seem a minor point, officers can show 
their self-respect and esprit by the acquisi 
tion of a full complement of proper uniforms 














Vitalization 

In my annual report for the fiseal year 
138, TP invited attention to the serious situa 
tion confronting the promotion list by reason 
of superannuation of officers in the World 
War group and the effect of that group in 
blocking promotion of the officers who follow 
it. The War Department has now submitted 
legislation to Congress to provide a fixed 
135% annual attrition rate by the retirement, 
to the extent necessary, of officers who are 
over age in grade, The measure should be 
enacted inte law In my opinion, it is the 
fairest means of eradicating a constantly 
crowing evil

one that can not be too highly emphasized, 

The most important need at this time is a 
clear definition of what constitutes adequacy 


in normal military defense, Much has been 
written and said during the past year by a 
variety of protagonists running the entire 


csamut of informed intelligence in military 


art. The resulting confusion in the mind of 
the mass of the citizens who pay for and re 
ceive the service of this military organiza 
tion is natural, 


It ix simple common sense for the country 
to determine upon and maintain at a 
stant level a sound, reasonably constructed 
Army as a matter of pure economy and safe 
ty. The great outhliy of money culminating 
in the appropriations of the past fiseal year 
were caused in the main by the failure to ob 
serve this precept during the so-called dis 
irmament period, The pinching economy in 
vational defense during that ten-year stretch 
resulted in a wholly inadequate military ex 
ablishment. The wastage of public funds re 
sulting from the neglect was bad enough, but 
such « dangerous state of national security 
hould never again be permitted 

I wish to stress again the time element in 
preparation for war. This is an immensely 
rich nation, but all of its wealth, all of its 
industrial capacity, all of its intelligent man 
power, is helpless before the tnexorable de 
mands of time in manufacture and training 
The period has long passed when ineffectively 
armed or insufficiently trained men can sue 
coed in war. We know to a day the 
necessary to produce every item of armament 





and equipment—-the time it takes te train 
our military specialists. As an instance, the 
sums appropriated this last year will not be 
fully transformed into military power for two 
years, This fact, that it takes vears to re 
solve the will of the people into efficiently 
handled munitions of war, must be remem 
bered. The same persons who now state that 
they see no threat to the peace of the United 
States would hesitate to make the same fore 
cast through a two-year period. 

The net result of sane reasoning, of sound 
emergency planning, should be to move the 
short distance that still remains to place the 
Army ina position of readiness, and having 
attained that status, to so maintain it as a 
matter of continuing military policy, The 
relatively minor fluctuations necessary to bal 
anee the current international military situa 
tion can then be promptly made. The con 
stant modernization of arms and equipment 
can be made smoothly and economleally in 
troduced, 

The components of the economical, proper 
ly balanced position in readiness for this coun 
try are as follows: 

An outpost line for security and the protec- 
tion of initial defense forces, 

As previously noted, the ground and air 
forces must be prepared for immediate 
vetion. Their training, their equipment must 
be complete, and their strength sufficient to 
withstand attack until reinforced. Panama

We urgently need to have always available 
five complete divisions at full peace strength, 
with a small complement of special troops, to

brigades in order to obtain tive complete di
